Penitentiary Needs Help 
Dear Sir: 

For some years I have subscribed 
to your magazine and have found it 
helpful in a general way. Now I 
have a specific problem on which I 
would be glad to have your help. 

We operate a number of garages 
in several correctional institutions in 
Canada as a means of training and 
employment of the inmates. We are 
planning to increase the field to in- 
clude repair to government cars 
other than those owned for peni- 
tentiary use. There will also be some 
trucks such as delivery, panel, stake 
and dump bodies of capacities up to 
three tons. 

As a part of the program to 
acquaint other departments with the 
services, we have been faced with 
the assertion that it would be uneco- 
nomical for the government to spend 
money on repairs of passenger cars 
and suburbans beyond the present 
minimum 60,000 miles. The most 
desirable time for trade-ins has also 
been brought into question. 

We have been unable to have these

@ Relative to your letter, it ap- 
pears your interest is in two classifi- 
cations of motor vehicles, light trucks 
and passenger cars. You say nothing 
about the small trucks and the eco- 
nomics of their repair problems as 
opposed to passenger cars with a mini- 
mum mileage of 60,000 miles and 
their repair problems. It does seem 
that, with this kind of passenger car 
mileage, both minor and major re- 
pairs must be considered, regardless 
of any trade-in policy. Certainly, with- 
in this mileage, we must have regular 
inspection periods as well as major 
repairs to brakes, engines, steering, 
tires and gear train. To do or not to 
do needs searching and study; to be 
supported with the blessing of those 
who furnish the money, Even the re- 
capping of tires, must be supported 
with the cost of equipment, its amorti- 
zation, the specialist involved and a 
comparison of your cost against out- 
side cost. 

To broaden your view, the enclosed 
reprints and market research reports 
should be of great help. For example, 
the Tire Survey reprint, and the Re- 
placement Market Survey which in- 
cludes 6917 vehicles in the lowest 
gvyw category plus passenger cars. 
FLEET OWNER’s Vehicle Census and 
Shop Facilities reports contain a 
wealth of information that can be

HISTORY WAS MADE LAST MONTH with the industry 

first national conference devoted exclusively to 
maintenance. About 500 maintenance managers and 
maintenance-minded fleet executives from every 
type and size of fleet gathered for three days at the 
New York Coliseum to question experts and ex- 
change experience in every field from tire selection 
and engine developments to mechanic training and 
time standards for vehicle maintenance. They also 
spent fruitful hours examining the wares and talk- 
ing with engineering and research personnel of 
many of the exhibitors of the concurrent exposition 
(which, of course, attracted hundreds more who 
were not participating in the conference program). 

Frankly. I had some questions when the Private 
Truck Council. sponsors of the affair, asked FLEET 
OWNER to take on the responsibility for planning 
and executing a 3-day Conference of workshops 
and seminars. First, it was new in concept: a 
national conference devoted exclusively to mainte- 
nance. Second, it was to be an all-industry affair 
even though sponsored by an organization repre- 
senting only the private carriers. Under the cir- 
cumstances, the conference could have been a bust. 
But we felt the objective so desirable that we 
decided to put a piece of FLEET OWNER’s reputation 
on the line along with the Private Truck Council. 

The cooperation of leading fleetmen and of top 
engineers of industry suppliers in agreeing to be 
speakers or to lead discussion sessions was heart 
warming—even though they were warned their 
audience might be a mere handful. 

Industry response was overwhelming. Not merely 
in numbers, but in the quality of the men attending 
and in the intensity of their participation. Every 
scheduled speaker stayed within his allotted time, 
but at least three sessions ran more than half-hour 
overtime for questions and discussions among the 
Conference registrants. 


One of the five concurrent sessions Monday 
afternoon—on shop technique and procedures— 
was attended by about 150. It was 20 minutes be- 
yond its allotted 24 hours when the first few men 
began to drift out. At the end of 3% hours. there 
were still 40 men engaged in ardent discussion. 
The last eight didn’t depart until the Coliseum 
management began turning off lights to signal “all 
out” for the day—a full four hours after the session 
began. Obviously, the session leaders and speakers 
deserve high praise for doing a job that stimulated 
such discussion. 

But it’s equally obvious that the men partici- 
pating were anxious to take advantage of an 
opportunity to exchange and broaden their own 
knowledge and experience in such vital areas of 
fleet maintenance. All the last morning of the 
Conference, the professional exhibition managers

We'd be willing to bet that top honors for lube-points- 
most-likely-to-be-neglected go to the generator and dis- 
tributor. Many symptoms that seem to indicate ignition 
problems can actually be traced to a sluggish distributor 
that didn’t get lubricated in time. And a generator that’s 
been neglected will start squealing and maybe seize and 
have to be replaced. Moral: generators and distributors 
will go a long way on a little lubrication, but make a 
point of checking them not later than every 4,000 miles. 


FOUR CLUES 





POSITIVELY PERMANENT ANTIFREEZE ? 


We've been getting a lot of questions lately about switch- 


ing to the new chemical positively permanent type anti- 
freeze, particularly from fleet owners who operate their 
equipment in areas where high-mineral content water 
promotes early cooling system clogging. The good word 
from Texaco’s Beacon research men is that you can get 
the same year-round protection—for less money—by 
using Texaco PT antifreeze and distilled water. Check 
with your local TAE before you stir up a batch on your 
own. He’ll be glad to tell you what proportions of PT 
and distilled water are correct for your area. 
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DEAR AL, 
I’ve got a problem with a leaky radi- 
ator that nothing seems to solve. Engine 
heads and blocks are OK, no water 
shows up in the oil, and no excessive 
moisture in the exhaust. I checked the 
radiator, and it held nine pounds pres- 
sure for three minutes without any loss. 
I managed to relieve the problem a little 
by switching from a pressure-cap to a 
non-pressure cap, which cut water loss 
from a quart every 200 miles to a quart 
every 1000 miles, but that doesn’t solve 
the problem, and it’s still a nuisance. 

R.S., Wilbur, Wash. 


I know from experience how tough it can 
be to find a cooling system leak. The 
hole you're looking for is probably no 
bigger than a pin, and it’s most prob- 
ably in the radiator core or the car 
heater core. It'll be easier to locate if you 
fill up the cooling system and add some 
red or blue water-soluble dye, since the 
color will remain at the leak even if the 
water should evaporate before you spot 
it. When you're through you simply wash 
off the residual dye with water. Pres- 


surize the cooling system with a radiator 
cap tester or a hand tire pump to about 
15 pounds pressure (four or five strokes 
of the tire pump). Don’t, under any cir- 
cumstances, use the air hose for this 
purpose unless you're really disgusted 
and want to blow up the whole works. 
When you examine the radiator, pay 
particular attention to the points where 
the core meets the shell at the sides and 
the tanks at top and bottom. The leak 
will be just above each dye stain you 
find. 


To fix the leak, drain the cooling system 
and plug each leaking cell thoroughly 
with a commercial plastic aluminum or 
“heatless solder”. Make sure the plug 
covers the edges of the cell. Careful 
plugging of individual cells won't mate- 
rially cut down on the cooling efficiency 
of the radiator; in fact, you may find 
some cells that were plugged with solder 
by the manufacturer. Once your plug- 
material has hardened you can refill 
your radiator and, with any luck at all, 
you're on your way.

Here’s a motor-oil misconception that’s still common 
enough to need discussion. Some folks think that the 
better an engine oil is, the more likely it is to come out 
as clean as it went in. The truth of the matter is just the 
other way around. A good detergent-dispersant oil holds 
onto dirt like an old friend. It keeps dust, soot and carbon 
in suspension, and carries it out of the engine when you 
drain the oil. Oil that looks clean when you drain it from 
the crank-case is a sure sign that these contaminants are 
still inside the engine. Moral: oil that darkens with use 
is really doing its job. 
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CHECK CYLINDER HEAD JOINTS 
FOR CHRONIC OVERHEATING 


If you’ve got a truck that continues to overheat even 
though you’ve checked out all the likely causes (slipping 
fan belt, leaks in pressure cap or radiator core) take a 
close look for a loose cylinder head joint. An opening 
here would be too small for coolant to leak into the 
engine, but plenty big enough to admit high-pressure 
exhaust gas into the coolant. Exhaust gas would push 
out a lot of coolant through the overflow pipe, and also 
contaminate whatever water remains. This contaminated 
water might become acid enough to do some real dam- 
age. A crack in the head or block would have the same 


effect. 
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DEAR AL, 
We have an 8-cylinder pickup that keeps 
burning up the spark plug on one cylin- 
der. It's the same cylinder each time. 
New points and condenser didn’t help 
What do we do now? 

W.M.D.., Dillont ale Ohio 


It’s most unusual to have one plug burn 
repeatedly when nothing seems to hap- 
pen to the other plugs. Indications are 
that there’s something wrong with the 
cylinder, not with the ignition system, 
which explains why you didn’t get any 
improvement with new points and con- 
denser. First off, make sure you're using 
the right plug—same stock number and 
heat range on all eight cylinders. Then 
check out some of these causes for one- 
plug burning: 


1. Check the intake manifold to see if 
it’s loose or warped, or if the gasket is 
leaky. Any one of these would let out- 
side air into the cylinder, make the 
gasoline mixture tco lean in that one 
cylinder. If this seems to be the prob- 
lem, check the leak by idling the engine

and putting a drop or two of gasoline 
at the point where the intake manifold 
meets the cylinder head. If the engine 
speeds up, it’s clear that you're getting 
too much air and not enough gas in the 
cylinder. 

2. Run a tap through spark plug port 
threads to clear out possible carbon 
accumulation. 


3. Make sure the plug is in tight. 


4. Check for old gaskets in the spark 
plug port. If there’s more than one, 
replace them with a single new one. 


5. Flush the engine thoroughly. Cylin- 
der head cooling passages around the 
spark plug base may be clogged with 
rust, mud or hard-water calcium de- 
posits. Flushing might remove mud and 
loosen rust, but calcium deposits require 
careful treatment with inhibited acid. 


DEAR AL, 
Every week I service three trucks that 
do most of their hauling over rough 


roads at low speeds. Two of these trucks 
use EP 90 for differential lubrication, 
but the differentials run very hot. The 
third truck uses Texaco Thuban 90, and 
doesn’t run as hot as the others. The 
trucker wants to know if he should 
switch to Thuban 90 on the other trucks. 

S.R.T., Marathon, Texas 


Trucks that are equipped with spiral 
bevel gears in the rear axle will per- 
form very satisfactorily on a high-grade 
straight mineral oil like Thuban 90. But 
most trucks now use hypoid gear lubri- 
cants. If you put a straight mineral oil 
into one of these hypoid axles it would 
probably wreck the axle very quickly. 
Since you can’t arbitrarily switch to 
straight mineral oil on the other trucks, 
double check to make sure they're get- 
ting the right viscosity for the climate 
and type of service they're in. I would 
expect your trucks to run pretty hot, 
which means that any differential lubri- 
cant would oxidize, and should be 
replaced regularly and frequently. 





LUBE LOGIC 


Short course 
on checking 
compression pressure 


Tuning up an engine that has leaky valves, excessively worn rings 
or leaky cylinder-head gaskets is at best a short-term proposition 
even if you do manage to get it tuned up properly. And since the 
conditions we mentioned above eat up profits by cutting down 
performance, we’d like to show you how to find out if these con- 
ditions exist. Basic equipment is a pressure gauge, but there’s a 
right way and a wrong way to use it. This is the way we like best. 
1. Warm up the engine to operating temperature and remove the 
air cleaner. If the engine has mechanical valve lifters, valve lash 
should be adjusted to specifications before you go any further. 


2. Block the automatic choke in the wide-open position so you 
get a full charge of air but no gasoline when you crank the engine. 


3. Ground the primary wires of the coil so you don’t get an 
unexpected charge through disconnected spark plug wires. 

4. Disconnect all spark plug wires and remove the plugs. 

5. Select the right size fitting for the gauge and screw the fitting 
into the spark plug port; attach the gauge. 

6. Crank the engine with the starter; read and record the pressure. 
7. Remove gauge from fitting, remove the fitting, and repeat the 
whole process with each cylinder. 

8. Compare your readings with the values specified by the 
manufacturer. 

Here are some of the symptoms your readings may show, and 
what the symptoms mean:

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1. Low compression in two adjacent cylinders probably indicates 
that the cylinder head gasket is blown or leaking and losing pres- 
sure between the cylinders.

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2. Low compression pressure in one cylinder is usually ring 
trouble or valve trouble. To find out which, pour a tablespoonful of 
SAE 50 oil into the cylinder through the spark plug port, and retest 
compression pressure. If the pressure comes up almost to the speci- 
fied value, it means you're losing compression past a worn piston 
ring which the spoonful of oil has temporarily sealed. If com- 
pression reading doesn’t change appreciably after you’ve added 
the oil, leakage past the valves is indicated, or, possibly, through 
the cylinder head gasket.

When using a fuel pump pressure gauge, keep the 
pressure hose as short as possible, preferably under 
12 inches. (Long hoses which drape over fender then 
run into meter can give erroneous readings . . . and 
dampen out pump strokes.) 


After new fuel pumps are installed, it is a good practice 
to disconnect line leading into carburetor, then let the 
first strokes from the pump go into a pail to be dis- 
carded. Initial turbulence created by pump is likely to 
dump foreign particles into fuel bowl of carburetor 
where it can damage jets, etc. Also it is good practice 
i when installing new carburetors to fill bowl with 


clean gasoline (by hand); don’t use pump to throw

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Washington office for coordinating transportation? In a report, just issued, 
James M. Landis recommends changes in federal regulatory agencies to meet 
mammoth needs of transportation, communication, and energy use. If followed, 
Congress would allow the President to create new offices to deal with pressing 
problems in these fields. For transportation, that would mean the President 
would: “Create within the Executive Office . . . an office for the coordination 
and development of transportation policy to develop and implement a national 
transportation policy. This should be accomplished by a reorganization plan 
transferring to this office all the responsibilities now vested in the Under Sec- 
retary of Commerce for Transportation.” 


What to do about “lemons.” Fleet owners who have faced this problem in their 
time will be heartened by facts dug up by McGraw-Hill’s Detroit bureau chief, 
Don McDonald. He reports these items to FLEET OWNER readers exclusively. 

“Statistics compiled by the Automobile Manufacturers Assn. show that auto- 
makers have done remarkably well in the field of quality control. Back in 1925 
the average car had a lifespan of 6.5 years and traveled 25,750 miles before it 
reached the junkyard. Today the lifespan has doubled. Mileages of 125,000 or 
more are commonplace. 

Now the goal McDonald says, is to cut down minor failures within this 
adequate lifespan. 

. 


Florida highway scandal, exposed by Special House Investigating Subcommittee, 
will top the agenda when group meets this month under auspices of new admin- 
istration. Headed by Rep. John A. Blatnik, the subcommittee is certain to get a 
bigger budget and staff. This latest expose of corruption in the $40 billion 
Interstate Highway Program involves construction in Florida. Last month 
Blatnik’s investigators unearthed a widespread pattern of contractor payments 
and gifts to Florida Road Department employees. The payments to 33 road 
department officials totaled between $54,000 and $75,000 over a five-year period. 


ICC hours-of-service take precedence over Fair Labor Standards Act if any por- 
tion of a carrier’s business comes under ICC control. Federal district court 
made this ruling in a case where only 5 of a firm’s 20 truck drivers operated 
interstate. According to the court, a carrier is “either fish or fowl” under Motor 
Carrier Act. If the commission has power to control any part of a carrier’s 
activity, it has power to extend control over all employees within controlled 
job classification, the court said. 

No ICC regs for Hawaii, rules Interstate Commerce Commission. Regulation 
of most bus and truck operations will be left to state authorities in Hawaii. 
However, mainland truckers who also operate in the islands must obtain I(~ 
permits to continue. Hawaiian motor carriers were exempted from ICC regula- 
tion.

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Are unmarked police cars warranted? No, says a new bill slated for introduc- 
tion before Connecticut legislature. Proposed bill would force state police to 
use only black patrol cars. And to place identification markers front and rear. 
Police, of course, are fighting this. Leo J. Mulcahy, State Police Commissioner, 
admits unmarked cars are “sneaky” but police must deal with “a lot of sneaky 
people” in keeping highways safe. 


TRUCKING ... 


Growing populations generate more trucking developments. Consequently 
truck sales of slightly more than 900,000 in 1961 appear possible, according 
to Byron J. Nichols, Dodge General Manager. 

Nichols took sharp issue with critics who lament the state of the National 
Economy. He believes 1961 will be better than was 1960. 

He points out that growing population increases demand for goods and 
services. This demand produces new factories, new businesses, new shopping 
centers and all the subsidiary services. And metropolitan areas are being linked 
with suburbs in continuous “strip cities” several hundred miles in length, 
he said. (Oct. FLEET OWNER, p. 184.) 

As these cities develop, Nichols predicts, new retail business centers and 
factory-warehousing areas will increase, boost need for trucks. 

“As industry moves to outlying areas, it brings adjacent cities an hour or so 
nearer in terms of truck transportation time. As additional plants, factories and 
shopping centers are created, the demand for trucks grow ... as suburban 
areas expand, retail outlets require more trucks to deliver more goods and 
provide more service to home owners.” 

Nichols added that the ever-expanding highway program is also another 
strong factor in keeping truck demand at a high level. 

Because of technological and engineering advances truck buyers have more 
models and types of trucks from which to choose than ever before. “They are 
demanding”—says Nichols—“and will continue to demand—low initial pur- 
chase price, economical cost of operation, excellent parts availability and top- 
notch service.” 

& 


Revise vehicle weights, sizes for Interstate Highways? Congress will act later 
this year on the question. However, ATA officials are “quite hopeful” that any 
changes will be reasonable. What the ATA’s asking for is this: single axle loads 
up to 24,000-lb.; double tandems, 40,000-lb. Also proposed by ATA were: 
108-in. vehicle width, 15-ft height with load, and length up to 105-ft for 
double bottoms. 

Bureau of Public Roads has forwarded Congress some preliminary results 
from exhaustive road tests conducted by American Association of State High- 
way Officials. But the Bureau made no recommendations. In effect it suggested 
that Congress keep an open mind on the touchy weight-size issue until road 
test results are fully analyzed later in 61. The road tests, involving 17 million 
miles of truck driving in Ilinois, ended only last month. 


More and more mileage. Cummins Engine Co. reports Hurner Milk Transportation 
Co., Moorhead, Minn., has run a Cummins NH-200 diesel engine 700.000 miles 
with its original bearings. The vehicle’s still operating with no signs of trouble. 
Hauling a tanker trailer in Minnesota, Montana and the Dakotas, average fuel 
consumption was about 5.75 mpg. Cummins, however, did remove the main 
and connecting rod bearings to check them for wear and installed new ones, 
then checked other parts for wear.

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Compact trucks coming up. Last month the Detroit Section of SAE heard two 
papers presented—one by Chevrolet and one by Ford—trelating to compact 
trucks. This session, in a sense, was a preview of papers to be given at the 
January International Exposition of Automotive Engineering in Detroit by J. 
L. Hooven of Ford and A. C. Mair of Chevrolet. 

At the Detroit Section meeting Chevrolet says: “The recent strong upsurge 
in compact truck sales clearly indicates that we’re in the midst of an important 
revolution at the light-duty end of the truck market. For this reason, consider- 
able time, effort and money was spent to develop a vehicle which embodies the 
following definite requirements: Compact Size, Low Platform Height and Maxi- 
mum Cargo Accessibility, Serviceability. 

Prior to introduction of U.S. made compact trucks, the market was dom- 
inated by foreign imports, particularly Volkswagen. Success of the imports lies 
in the fact they offered advantages of fuel economy, good load space, con- 
venient access, fine product quality, and low initial cost. 


BUSES ... 


Mass Transportation needed. Surface, elevated and even subway mass transporta- 
tien may get renewed attention in efforts to ease the intensifying big city 
traffic jams. So says Don Hummel, newly elected president of American Muni- 
cipal Assn. before the American Assn. of State Highway Officials in Detroit. 
He said that two out of every three Americans now live in urban centers and 
that this ratio will increase to four out of five by 1980 when the nation’t popu- 
lation is expected to hit 270 million. When this happens, he predicts, mass 
transit will come more and more into its own. 

There is already some evidence that some commuters band together (lacking 
adequate public transportation) to form their own transportation groups. A 
group of advertising and publications employees (known to FLEET OWNER) 
formed a group and purchased their own bus. At a reasonable monthly fee they 
are now assured of a seat every trip and the only parking fee is for the one 
bus instead of each commuter having to pay his own parking. It’s the car-pool 
idea on a bigger, more efficient scale. 


BUS fare hike in Los Angeles, voted by local transit authority, increases one-way 
bus or streetcar fare from 20 to 25¢. New fare level is expected to produce 
$2 million additional revenue. Reason for the boost: 900 striking Metropolitan 
Transit Authority mechanics were granted 15% wage increase (54¢ hourly 
raise, plus extra fringes). Meanwhile two more transit unions in Los Angeles, 
represented 8,000 MTA workers, are asking the same increase 

New communications center opens at Baltimore Dept. of Transit and Traffic. 
Direct lines link police, fire, water depts., Baltimore Transit Co., public utilities 
to coordinate them in an emergency. Maintenance will be by contract with 
General Electric. 


Wives get credit. Report from FLEET OWNER’s Gil Putnam—guest at recent 
meeting in honor of Pennsylvania’s 11 Drivers of Distinction—says driver's 
wives came in far a good share of credit for drivers’ safe and courteous driving 
records. Speaker at the Pennsylvania Bus Assn. meeting was David L. Law- 
rence. New executive v. p. of PBA is Major Thomas “Tom” P. Cahalon, recog-

FLEET CARS... 


Enter progress sharing. American Motor’s imaginative president, George Wilcken 
Romney, startled the automotive world in mid-December by announcing a 
program of rebates to Rambler buyers. It applies to all domestic retail sales, 
including fleets. But it does not apply to government or foreign agency sales. 

If sales in the four month period starting December 1 are up 10% over the 
same months last year, each buyer will receive a $25 “E” bond. If sales in- 
crease 50%, the maturity value of the bond would be $125. Thus Rambler 
buyers stand a good chance of receiving some refund, as seles of this car have 
exceeded previous records for 36 consecutive months. 

The AMC “progress” plan is another step toward eliminating guesswork 
from anticipating fleet car recovery values. Recently Ford announced a guar- 
anteed recovery program (Dec. FLEET OWNER p 170). But AMC’s program 
appears to go Ford one step better, spelling out a profit-sharing program with 
customers. Although this program is scheduled for only the first four months 
of 1961, don’t be surprised if it’s extended. 

If Rambler recovery value stays up, the AMC program constitutes an actual 
bonus for the buyer. But if it should drop at all, then the buyer probably has 
sufficient cushion to recover in the first four months any trade-in loss he may 
have to take a year or two after purchase. And it’s entirely possible for a buyer 
(in December, for example) to get a $25 bond at the end of each month, or 2 
larger bond each month up to a total of $125. 

AMC’s profit-sharing plan isn’t the industry’s first. In August, 1915, Henry 
Ford paid out $15,410,650 for refunds. A rebate of $50 was set and checks 
were sent out from the old Highland Park headquarters—about 10,000 a day 
—to more than 300,000 buyers. Ford’s 1915 rebate plan was set up to pay from 
5.8 to 8.7% of the initial car cost. AMC’s plan will amount to anywhere from 
0.8% to 4% of the initial cost. 


Clues for fleet car resale. Year-end odds and ends reveal public buying habits, 
give pointers on used car preference. These qualities pretty much set recovery 
value for fleet cars sold at auction. 

Oldsmobile says 99.54%, or about 199 out of every 200 standard Olds, are 
sold with equipment with automatic transmissions attached. On the F-85, Olds 
says automatic transmissions are being put in about 75% of the care—a high 
for compacts. First half of 1960 model registrations showed almost half the 
passenger cars were either sixes or four-cylinder jobs. But three years ago 
they accounted for only about 19% of total sales. Four-cylinder vehicles then 
were imports, but with introduction of Pontiac’s 196] Tempest, look for the 
total number of 4-cylinder vehicles to go up. The switch from 8cylinder en- 
gines to 6’s and to 4’s is due mostly to the introduction of U.S.-made compacts. 
Where this trend may go is unknown, but the 1960 automotive year saw about 
900,000 compact cars produced—all 6-cylinder jobs. 


Fleet car births and deaths. Stirring up much interest is Ford’s “baby car,” 
dubbed the Cardinal by the press, referred to as the Hummingbird by writers 
for UAW’s Local 600 publication, Ford Facts. Best information available indi- 
cates it will be a V-4 engine. Demise of DeSoto. is considered by top automotive 
experts one more step toward continuing consolidation at Chrysler.

Containerization 


POTENTIALS AND PITFALLS 
» LNCLUDING PIGGTBACK 


How soon “containerization” will mean all-freight rocket 
service from, coast-to-coast is anybody’s guess. The face 
of containerization is changing so fast that the day may 
be nearer than we think. But for fleetmen there's a long 
distance beween present container progress and future 
profits. That’s the purpose of this article, to bring you 
up-to-date on what's been done, how your own type of 
trucking fits in, and what's “in the works.” You'll notice 
we've included a healthy chunk on piggyback, which we 
consider part of container unit shipping.

The Big Piggyback Boom .. . 


Moxr BY M@NTH piggyback takes on more 
weight and size than a razorback hog in Arkansas. 
This consistent growth over the past two or three 
years is in spite of a tangled web of rate conditions, 
a tug-of-war for control between trucks and rails, 
and a wide range of non-standard equipment. The 
reason’s simple. Shippers like the lower mileage 
rates and the convenience. 

Just look at this development pattern. In 1960, 
loadings of trailers or trailer-sized containers in- 
creased at least 34% over "59. And 110% more than 
1958. But piggyback still amounts to only 2% of 
total freight business. And about 1% of intercity 
trailer movement. 

Today, out of 113 Class 1 U.S. railroads—ac- 
counting for 99% of railroad ton-miles—55 offer 
piggyback service. One year ago there were 42; 
five years ago, 19. 

Actually piggyback’s more than 70 years old. It 
started way back in the 1880's when the Long Island 
Railroad carried farmers’ wagons to market in 


New York City. 


Piggyback's grown fast in two years. For ex- 
ample, the Louisville and Nashville RR pioneered 
Southeastern piggyback five years ago. But, the bulk 
of its piggyback facilities and equipment was ac- 
quired within the past two years. First two or three 
years were experimental, with only three ramps. 

Today, L & N has 15 piggyback ramps located at 


Five piggyback plans... 


+ « » are currently available. Here’s a thumb- 
nail description of each, with comments on 
where they stand. 


PLAN 1—Motor common carrier owns the trailers. 
Has the rights to destination, but transports 
trailers on railroad flatcars instead of over-the- 
road, This is described as “substituted service,” 
and the railroads charge on that basis. 


PLAN 2—Railroad furnishes own trailers, trans- 
ports them on own flatcars, solicits the freight 
themselves. 


PLAN 3—Shipper or freight forwarder owns the 
trailers. The railroad carries the trailers from 
ramp to ramp. Also handles loading and un- 
loading from flatear. Shipper pays this cost. 
These rates, under typical operation, are fig- 
ured at about 25¢ per trailer mile, 50¢ per car 
mile. For-hire truckers view Plan 3 rates as 
unfair because they don’t specify allowances to 
shippers for use of shipper-owned trailers. 
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PLAN 4—Shipper or freight forwarder owns the 


trailers and the flatears, too. Also handles the 
flatear loading. All the railroad does is haul 
the flatear from point to point. Plan 3 and 4 
rates are subject of ICC investigation. But the 
issue is far from settled as Examiner Dahan 
recommends their rejection as “illegal” and 
“unfair”; and Examiner Dunn recommends an 
opposite viewpoint. Among the Plan 4 rates, 
under protest by National Motor Freight Traffic 
Assn., and Regular Common Carrier Confer- 
ence, is this: Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe 
RR offers a $1600 per flatear rate on “freight 
—all kinds” from Chicago to Los Angeles (sec- 
ond day service to West Coast). 


AN 5—Hlere the common motor carrier gener- 


ally uses his own trailers on rail flatcars. This 
plan involves a joint rate between rail and mo- 
tor carrier. Each solicits freight for the other. 
Some railroads favor this plan. Others are 
against it. Often, it may have the effect of a 
railroad diverting its freight at some points to 
a motor carrier, instead of another railroad and 
vice versa. This plan doesn’t affect private 
fleets.

major points along the line. An additional five will 
be operating this month. Operating under three 
piggyback plans (1, 2 and 3) L & N owns 125 trail- 
ers, leases an undisclosed additional number. 


From the Northwest area, Northern Pacific RR 
reports 1960’s piggyback volume increasing by 50- 
60%. And the 1959 gain was 50% over °58, for the 
company as a whole. 

But the volume in the Western Div., operating 
West from Montana, is about 60% heavier. Uses 
150 trailers, compared with five in °55. 

Gains are even greater in the West Coast Div. of 
Great Northern RR, only two years in piggyback. 
The line reports a 242% jump for the first nine 
months of 1960, over the same period of last year. 
All equipment is on lease. Latest trailer order is for 
20 mechanically refrigerated piggyback reefer vans, 
costing a total of $280,000. 


Lack of standardization or compatibility of 
equipment handicaps piggyback potential. Confu- 
sion in types of equipment—and it’s true of birdy- 
back and fishyback as well—is responsible for many 
truck fleets holding off on buying piggyback trailers 
or containers. With approaching standardization 
nobody wants to be stuck with units that just won't 
coordinate with other lines. 

But confusion and rate battles or not, the rail- 
roads clutch piggyback to their bosoms as a means

of competing with truck lines. Railroad enthusiasm 
shows in a swing toward longer equipment to im- 
prove efficiency, cut costs. 

Rails are investing heavily in trailers and con- 
tainers. Several trailer manufacturers are filling a 
lot more railroad orders these days than they are 
trucking. New York Central RR, for example, is 
ordering 50 more Flexi-Vans (containers. to which 
rear wheel assemblies are added for road use) to 
bring their fleet to 433, according to John L. Nash, 
vice president, operations. 

“We do fourteen times the Flexi-Van business we 
did two years ago,” he said. In October the Central 
handled 5000 Flexi-Van loads; two years ago it 
was 2800. 

Eastern seaboard truckers, already hit by expand- 
ing coastwise containership service, may feel an- 
other pinch. Fruit Growers Express, a rail refrigera- 
tor line, is experimenting with piggyback perisha- 
bles from Florida to Eastern cities. FGE purchased 
fifty 40-ft insulated reefer trailers for the tryout. 
And they'll carry dry freight on the return run. 


One new piggyback idea involves movement of 
goods on highway and rails on one bill of lading. 
Slated to start in November, 1960, the plan offers 
joint piggyback rates to shippers between Hoboken, 
Buffalo, St. Louis, Louisville and Chicago. Partici- 
pants include the Nickel Plate RR, DL&W, and 
All Freight Transportation Co., a trucker. 


Long in use in Europe, especially France, piggy- 
back also increases in Canada where it is becoming 
a potent force in freight 
transport. Canada’s two 
major railroads provide 
piggyback service through- 
out the country. 

Here’s the growth pic- 
ture in Canada. During 
1958, 77,109 flatcars were 
loaded with highway type 
trailers. But for the first 
nine months of 1960 the 
total is 117,814 (an_ in- 
crease of 21% over 1959). 

Already about 500 high- 
way trailers move non- 
stop in all-piggyback trains 
every 24 hours, between 
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Toronto and Montreal. And non-stop service is also 
offered from Montreal to Ottawa. 

To shippers, Canadian National Railways features 
this service: trailers are loaded in Toronto during 
the evening, driven to railroad ramps, loaded onto 
flatcars. At 7 a.m. they’re at Bonaventure freight 
yards in Montreal, ready for pickup. On the high- 
way, this run takes 10 hours. 

Piggyback, pro or con, is the big question for 
motor carriers who can no longer ignore this meth- 
od. Does this growth mean potential revenue for 
participating carriers? Or could it ultimately cause 
a decline in for-hire trucking? 


On the “pro” side, you have the cost factor. 
Piggyback provides a lower per-mile charge which 
has hearty shipper approval. Presumably, truckers 
offering this service will handle a larger volume of 
freight attracted by these costs. Right now, for-hire 
truckers—operating over the highways—cannot 
beat the lower costs of steel wheels on steel rails 
over railroad rights-of-way for long distance. But 
even when a trucker enters piggyback he’s hurt by 
lower preferential rates offered private shippers and 
freight forwarders. 

To the participating trucker, piggyback not only 
theoretically permits him to quote lower rates than 
highway haulage, but also to reduce his labor, fuel, 
tolls, etc., as well as pilferage claims. If the trucker 
uses containers he also saves on license plates, tax 
plates, bogies and lights. 


But on the "con" side of the coin is the tendency 
of piggyback to reduce truckers to status of rail- 
roads’ “servants.” Long-haul truck lines may find 
it difficult to retain identity because long-distance 
rail hauling is the key factor in piggyback. Rails 
may dispense with commercial trucker service far 
too easily—especially if the ICC yields to rail pleas 
for extra truck “rights.” Of course, the short 
hauler is hardly vulnerable to the effects of piggy- 
back, according to a Southern motor carrier. “The 
railroads really can’t com- 
pete with me on my on- 
line points. Freight for- 
warders are more of a 
threat than piggyback.” 
Another Southern car- 
rier, Clinton L. Sanders, 
president, Perkins Freight 
Lines, feels that truckers 
are playing a sort of “wait- 
ing game”. . . that piggy- 
back may “backfire” on 
some of its foremost ex- 
ponents. 
me 5. “Piggyback has reacted 
SSeS to the advantage of the 
etractable rail wheels. railroad only,” Sanders 
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. . ” 
says. “It has even backfired on some railroads. 


Truckers don't agree on piggyback’s value. One 
motor carrier views unrestricted piggyback as not 
only bringing economic chaos to our industry, but 
injuring national defense by destroying the regular- 
route setup—basis of any effective transportation 
system. 

This trucker refused to get into piggyback, al- 
though he would have profited. He considers it “an 
evasive method of extending my operations beyond 
what has been defined as my regular route. Had I 
decided to go along with the rails on this, I would’ve 
hurt several other truckers and I don’t need help 
that badly.” 

But here’s another viewpoint, this one from a 
Southern trucker—“When piggyback develops a 
little further in our area, we may well decide to go 
along with the railroads. It would be mutually 
beneficial.” 


When truckers go piggyback they weaken their 
most important selling point—fast door-to-door 
service. Instead, both trucker—and shippers, too— 
become tied to inflexible rail lines and rail sched- 
ules, extra “switching fees.” From the shippers’ 
angle there’s the lack of drop-off routing, and con- 
fusion over the split responsibility for claims. 

In addition, because of such techniques as “yard 
humping” (gravity switching) piggyback trailers 
are subjec ted to intense stresses and strains, causing 
heavy damage to both cargo and trailers. “Con- 
cealed” damage (not apparent from exterior of 
container) is especially high. 

Let’s look at the experience of Midwest Freight 
Forwarding Co. When this common carrier trucker 
moved all of its freight via highway, “concealed” 
damages averaged 1% of total freight claims. But 
when only 29% of its tonnage went piggyback, this 
figure leaped to 24% of total claims. Much of this 
damage was in spite of thorough blocking—some 
of it handled by professional blocking outfits. How- 
ever, the same freight went over-road damage free. 

Other piggyback damage may occur when the rear 
of a reefer trailer is pointed forward on the flatcar. 
Causes a sharp increase in air stream which may 
affect temperature-sensitive commodities. 


On t¢ other hand, certain truckers report less 
damage to loads via piggyback. Several operators, 
carrying cattle in double-decked piggyback trailers 
from Chicago to the East, claim reduction in bruis- 
ing, due to less handling. Amounts to $5.00 worth 
of meat per animal, they say. 

Trucking opinion’s divided over piggyback. One 
segment feels truckers will “get the squeeze” as 
piggyback volume gains. Others optimistically fore- 
see future piggyback coordination between rails and 
certificated motor carriers.

The above photographs tell the story. What nearly a 
dozen railroads are doing with these 85-ft, triple-deck car 
racks isn’t piggyback. But it started out that way as 
substituted service for truck-trailers in long haul. Here’s 
how truckers are being eased out of a lucrative market 
into a minor role. 

Newest rail weapon to hit trucks, this dinosaur-sized 
flatear carries 12 standard cars or 15 compacts. A two- 
deck version hauls jeeps and trucks. Already, trainloads 
of 20-40 loaded tri-levels, plus a like number of piggy- 
back flatears, rumble regularly into Southwest markets. 
At least 10 railroads (including L&N and Wabash, each 
with 200 on order) are investing millions in these 
$25,000 flatcars. 

The rail pattern’s clear. Says an official of the Frisco 
line: “Before piggyback, the auto industry paid 20% 
more to ship cars ‘all-truck’ into the Southwest . . . with 
new tri-levels we'll cut rates at least another 5%.” 

It’s a case of the economic pendulum swinging back. 
As Frisco’s general attorney, Ernest D. Grinnell, Jr., 
pointed out before a Senate subcommittee, “In 1921, 
railroads hauled 75.6% of new cars produced. This went 
down to 9.9% by 1958. However, with piggyback and tri- 
level cars, we’re competitive again.” 

But the rails have problems. One of the biggest: 
Sabotage enroute. Running thru remote areas difficult to 
supervise, several railroads report cases of battery acid, 
air rifles, rocks, damaging cars in transit. And the trains 
are so long that damage is seldom discovered until desti- 
nation. Another problem: the return run. Because these 
flatears are for one type of haul only, they usually 
return deadhead, But the rails are experimenting with 
rubber and plastic bulk containers to fit the racks.

Containerizations Changing Patterns— 


W iene DOES CONTAINERIZATION stand today as a 
modern shipping concept? 

Although it’s gaining in usage and definitely ap- 
pears to be the shipping mode of the future it still 
represents but a minor portion of rail, highway, 
sea and air traffic. One basic fact of commerce, 
however, limits containerization’s rapid expansion, 
despite its exciting potential. 


The “Big If," acting as a brake for container unit 
shipping, is this: containerized cargo transport can 
operate effectively and profitably for all concerned 
only if you have two-way traffic. To move empty 
containers “deadhead” back to point of origin is 
not only a total loss for that run but a loss for the 
entire deal. 

With certain types of containers, namely trailer- 
sized units which fit standard chassis, the problem 
is not much more acute than obtaining return 
trafic for any motor carrier. But with odd sizes, 
types requiring special equipment such as flatbeds, 
extra-heavy types built for six-high stacking on 
ships, and special-purpose boxes, the problem can 
be far more difficult. Without this profitable two- 
way traffic, container shipping can never be more 
than a small supplement to modern transport. 

In spite of this drawback and others—includ- 
ing lack of standards, container pools or com- 
patible .equipment—containerization continues to 
gain. Exact figures are lacking, but the growing 
impact can be noted in at least four ways. 


e Growth in special fields—Here’s the picture 
for ene firm, one commodity—containerized ship- 


ments of household goods. Container Transport 
International, a shipping and leasing company, 
moved more than 33-million pounds between U.S. 
and other nations in 1960. That’s up 26- 
million pounds in °59, 20-million in °58. 


from 


e Wide selection of container types—aAs con- 
tainers figure more importantly in shippers’ plans, 
the variety of containers expands, too. Types in- 
clude collapsible plastic drums, aluminum, steel 
and plastic drums for bulk or liquid products; fold- 
ing rubber tank types for liquids; insulated reefers 
for perishables. Plus many different sizes and shapes, 
from small metal containers to 35 and 40-ft trailer- 
sized “boxes.” 


e Equipment manufacturers’ investment—Con- 
fidence in the growing field of containerization is 
indicated in expansion plans of equipment manu- 
facturers which are closely attune to shipper and 
transporter demands. This move into stepped-up 
production of containers must, of necessity, be 
careful and conservative: It takes a vast amount of 
time and money to develop successful container 
types. 

While the new containers are being developed 
the manufacturer lives with the ever-present threat 
that a new idea, material or method may render his 
product obsolete. 

Latest example of manufacturer confidence in the 
container field is Strick’s soon-to-open $7-million 
plant near Trenton, N. J. Primarily for container 
production, this plant will employ 1400 people, 
use an assembly-line production to turn out 100 
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How Fleets Fit In 


containers a day. Strick will fabricate the containers 
of plastics, steel, aluminum and other materials. 


e More multi-media shipping—Years ago if a 
shipment moved by two methods, truck and rail 
piggyback, it was noteworthy. Today, container 
unit shipments traveling by a combination of high- 


way, rail, sea and air are becoming more frequent. 


Not only do these shipments move with fewer de- 
lays than in the past, but they get to the consignee 
with no pilferage. Of course, these shipments using 
three different types of carriers take special, de- 
tailed arangements to avoid chaos. But the point 
is, they're moving with greater facility. 

Recently, Sam Smith, president of Smith Trans- 
port, Ltd., a major Canadian motor carrier, han- 
died a containerized LTL shipment that went over 
highway to railhead in Toronto. After being 
piggybacked from Toronto to Montreal, the con- 
tainer was placed aboard a Canadian Pacific Steam- 
ship to England, where it was again trucked to 
destination. 


Coordination of services through containeriza- 
tion is expected to be of tremendous importance to 
the future of transportation. This growing trend 
can be observed in the expanding amount of high- 
way-rail traffic. And in the upsurge of interest by 
ship lines in containerized cargo. Although the 
number of shipping firms offering container or 
trailer ship service has grown to nearly a score, 
the number of vessels represents only a minute 
part of the American merchant marine. Very few 
overseas vessels are equipped to take 20 or 40-ft

container units. Containerization for many of these 
lines is often confined to the smaller Conex boxes. 


Air Truck Containerization ... 


. . « proceeds at a slower pace than the concept 
of both modes dovetailing operations for mutual 
benefits. It’s easier to observe a trend toward co- 
ordinated transport—which obviously must be a 
first step—than any coordination involving con- 
tainers. 

Most domestic airlines, including American, Pan 
American, TWA, Flying Tigers, and others offer 
a combination of truck and air service. Feature is 
usually single-waybill handling, facilitated by an 
organized trucker network. But only a small per- 
centage of this service presently involves transport 
of sealed containers from shipper to ultimate user. 


From the motor carrier's point of view there's 
this question: How will a coordinated container 
transport system affect the trucker? 

At least one segment of the trucking industry 
looks at this future and estimates the role of the 
trucker as a short-haul carrier for distances within 
500 miles—or an overnight run. These truckers 
foresee the rails or planes, possibly, carrying the 
long-haul cross-country freight. 

One thing appears certain: as the planes carry 
more containerized freight, a goodly slice of this 
growth must be at the expense of the long-haul 
trucker. Of course, the short-haul carrier who will 
gain freight volume: because of his airplane tie-in 
can be expected to view this with pleasure rather 
than alarm. 


Rail piggyback controversy centers around this 
basic question: Are trailers with wheels, or con- 
tainers minus wheels, most efficient for piggyback? 
Here are two sides to the story. 

Most important advantages of trailer-on-flatcar 
(TOFC) center around the versatility of the trailer 
itself, although loading and unloading is slow and 
cumbersome. But when the load arrives at rail 
discharge point, only a tractor is needed to haul 
one or more trailers to consignee. There’s no wait- 
ing around for chassis or available bogies. The 
load’s ready to roll. 

In addition, the trailer unit is fully mobile in the 
hands of the consignee. It can be maneuvered in 
his yard to accommodate loading platform sched- 
ules. Also, trailers necessitate little extra investment 
at the outset for either the motor carrier or the 
private fleet operator. 

But TOFC has its defects, too. According to 
Alfred E. Perlman, president of N. Y. Central—a 
firm advocate of containers on flatcar—the con- 
ventional piggyback trailer has a high center of 
gravity when loaded on a rail car. Therefore, be- 
cause the load is placed higher it’s more subject 
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to damage from the jars and jolts of rail haulage. 
In addition, container piggyback trains, he says, 
can travel at higher speeds than TOFC. Flexi-Van 
trains run up to 90 mph on the NY Central, Perl- 
man added. 

Then, too, with trailers there’s the problem of 
the license plates, tax plates, tires (more than $2300 
worth on an over-road trailer), bogies, brakes, 
etc., riding all the way to destination with the 
freight. And this costly tie-up of motor carrier 
equipment must be reflected somewhere in his 
tariff. 

But when a container is removed from demount- 
able chassis and placed on a rail flatcar (or frame- 
work) the license plates, bogies, etc., stay with the 
chassis to be used in garnering more revenue. 

Transporters favoring the container concept 
point to the lower cost of handling. But from an- 
other point of view, investment in container han- 
dling equipment may not be economical for many 
operators, unless there’s enough traffic to keep these 
straddle lifts, forklifts or cranes, busy throughout 
the working day. 

Other strong features of containerization attract- 
ing shippers: less damage in transit because of 
less rehandling. In addition, pilferage—a major 
transportation problem especially in export ship- 
ping—is greatly reduced through solid, sealed con- 
tainers. (Sealed trailer units, of course, have the 
same advantage.) Insurance rates on containers are 
lower, too. Shippers also save on expensive packag- 
ing because the container is actually both shipping 
case and master carton. 

Another reason favoring containers is that the 
wide variety of bulk and liquid containers gives 
the truckline more flexibility. When the trucker’s 
flatbed is combined with containers, he has the 
equivalent of several different types of trailers. 
What’s more the consignee doesn’t have to unload 
the containers at the platform. Uses them right on 
the production line, drawing off the supplies as 
needed. 

Of course, container shipping depends upon 
chassis or bogies being available in all areas where 
the cargo is destined. And this is not always the 
case. Other container shortcomings are that the 
boxes are expensive to buy and maintain. You must 
devise a detailed control system to keep track of 
your wandering containers. Besides, if they're 
heavy enough to stand six-high stacking on ships,

as called for in the tentative ASA container stand- 
ards, then they may be too heavy for a trucker to 
handle as part of his usual equipment. Although 
trailers are still the backbone of today’s rail piggy- 
backing, there appears to be a developing trend 
toward containers that fit demountable chassis. 

“We're leasing rather than buying trailers,” said 
a spokesman for the Seaboard Air Line RR, “be- 
cause it looks as though containers may replace 
them eventually.” Seaboard entered piggybacking 
only about four or five months ago. 

Biggest reason for piggyback containers is this: 
Special freight trains using lightweight flatcars and 
containers can save as much as one million ton- 
miles per day in deadweight, compared to conven- 
tional trailer piggyback with wheels. That’s what 
F. S. Macomber, of A. T. Kearney Co., manage- 
ment consultants, told a recent cargo-handling 
convention. Same applies to container and trailer- 
ships, too. 

In addition to payload loss due to wheels and 
axles, the conventional trailer piggyback makes 
a wasteful use of the ship’s cubage. Yet, the U. S. 
Army’s transportation branch—the world’s largest 
shipper—favors roll-on, roll-off trailerships over 
containerships. From a logistics angle they don’t 
have to worry about having chassis, bogies, or 
handling equipment available at port of arrival to 
move cargo boxes. 

Container flexibility, or adaptation to highway 
transport with as little specialized equipment as 
possible, remains a serious problem for any ship 
line investing in the container field. 


Make cargo containers into trailers? This is a 
project now being tackled by Highway Trailer for 
Grace Lines. Still in the development stage, the 
work is being done to enable Grace Lines to make 
more versatile use of its 17-ft cargo boxes, designed 
for flatbed hauling. Highway’s producing an under- 
carriage adapter framework to make a trailer out 
of a container. 

The framework includes folding landing gear, 
sliding single-axle bogey, fits under bottom of box 
with four pins. Highway has also developed a 
unique hardware attachment to adapt corner cast- 
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lb more than many road trailers. 


ings to an interlock system. Idea is that two 17-ft 
Grace cargo containers, plus adapter undercarri- 
ages, can be fastened together to make a 34-ft 
over-the-road unit. One problem involved is the 
1500-lb weight of these containers without the 
undercarriage. 


Container experiments needn't be expensive for 
common carriers, private fleets, or shippers. A 
variety of “boxes” can be leased by the day, month 
or year from such leasing groups as Container 
Leasing Corp., an affiliate of Container Transport 
International. This firm operates a growing fleet 
of 4200 to 4500 steel, wood and aluminum cargo 
containers, ranging from 144 to 2210 cu-ft. The 
firm is also adding other new types and consider- 
ing the purchase of insulated, refrigerated reefers. 

Other major container transporters are also mak- 
ing their cargo boxes available on a lease basis. 
For example, North American Van Lines now 
leases steel containers it uses to ship household 
goods. North American’s units have 348 cu-ft of 
space and 10,000-lb capacity. 


Supervision for container cargo in transit re- 
mains the temporary responsibility of the carrier 
providing motive power. Claims responsibilities are 
now detailed in inter-mode contracts—although in- 
surance experts state that most rail bills of lading 
preclude claims collection in new-car piggyback, 
by shifting burden of proper loading proof to origi- 
nal trucker. But solution to “concealed damages” 
(nut visible from container exterior) and who’s to 
blame continues to be one of the knottiest prob- 
lems in containerization. 

Little is known, however, of the comparative 
efficiency of different types of piggyback trailers 
and containers. In the case of perishables shipping, 
this knowledge is particularly vital. 

To get the “inside story” on how various types 
of mechanically refrigerated (diesel) trailers per- 
form in piggyback, USDA recently completed a 
series of tests. Data are now being evaluated. 


Shippers find containerization profitable for 
coordinating production with transport and dis- 
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tribution in widely divergent industries. 

One of the most enthusiastic container users is 
George A. Hormel and Co., Austin, Minn. To speed 
its five-day-a-week delivery service between Austin 
and the Twin Cities, Hormel (FO, Sept ’59) route- 
loads meat in containers—about five tons each— 
at the main plant. 

Containers, produced by Clark Equipment Co., 
are placed aboard Brown 40-ft aluminum flathbeds— 
three 111-ft containers on each trailer. At destina- 
tion the containers are removed by 20,000-lb ca- 
pacity forklifts and placed aboard local delivery 
trucks for distribution. Supplies such as empty 
lard cans are carried on back haul. 

Previously, Hormel shipped to this area in large 
reefer trailers, unloading and reassembling order 
on arrival. 

In its newest container operation, Hormel uses 
the Morhaul system (container stands on its own 
folding, recessed legs) for distribution from Austin 
and Minneapolis to Los Angeles and San Diego. 

In household goods moving, Van-Pak, Des 
Moines wraps all items separately, packs and ships 
them in 8-ft square steel containers. Van-Pak main- 
tains a world-wide shipping network, utilizes all 
types of carrier service. Container shipping not 
only eases Van-Pak’s inventory problems, it also 
helps avoid transit delays, the company says. The 
containers fit atop flatbeds or inside trailers. 


Container pioneers can strike out, too. Con- 
solidated Freightways, for example, lost money on 
its Hawaiian container shipping operation. It’s 
now discontinued and written off. So is CF’s Trans 
Ocean Van Service, designed primarily to move 
household goods overseas for the military. Suc- 
cessful or not, these imaginative efforts add new 
knowledge to the entire container mode. 

Earlier this year, a Canadian trucker, Northern 
Transport, Ltd., began a containerization experi- 
ment: Idea was to supply collapsible aluminum 
containers free to shippers as an introductory of- 
fer. These containers, 1914 in. deep, 38 in. long, 
30 in. wide (inside dimensions) featured 510 and 
1020-lb capacities. 


PIGGYBACK REEFER RESEARCHERS test two types of 
Trailmobile trailers on Burlington RR. 
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Northern Transport leased these containers from 
Thornley Engineering Co. In addition to offering 
the shippers free use of the containers, the trucker 
also returned the empties without charge. Con- 
tainers were serial numbered for control. And a 
fee was charged if the container was held too long. 

Plan was for shippers to purchase or lease the 
containers after the experimental period indicated 
their worth. 

What was the outcome? “Quite disappointing,” 
says H. W. F. Whiting, general manager of North- 
ern Transport. “The scheme did not develop to the 
stage where we were able to conduct any serious 
experiments either to improve revenue or decrease 
handling costs.” 

One reason for the lack of shipper interest, 


Whiting says, is probably the small size of the 


container, “since it was only suitable for parcel 
shipping.” 

Now, Northern Transport is considering use of 
a large wheeled container capable of holding a ton 
of merchandise. This type, he said, may be jacked 
up for safe transit after being placed in a trailer. 
The trucker is also studying van size containers and 
divisible trailers. 


Private .'eets eye containers, too, as a future 
shipping mode. To the private carrier, container 
unit shipping represents a means of transporting 
van loads at piggyback rates which are particularly 
designed to lure his freight business. But van con- 
tainerization, as an over-all concept, will probably 
interest only a small percentage of major shippers. 

Just as it’s a loss for motor carriers to run 
empty, it’s also unprofitable for private carriers. 
In the most economical sense, container transport 
is better handled by common carriers. They're in 
the freight business, geared to two-way hauling. 
In addition, the private container fleet owner has 
the high initial expense and maintenance of the 
boxes. 

Large shippers, with consistent two-way traffx 
between manufacturing plants, or raw material 
points in distant cities, may find specially designed 
containers of their own the answer to materials 
flow problems. 

Union Carbide Plastics Co., for example, re- 
cently purchased 850 containers—8x8x30 ft—to 
ship bulk plastics (dry pellets or powder) from 
Texas City to Perth Amboy, N. J. They'll be 


carried on converted, company-owned tankers. 
Previously, Union Carbide used a trailership line, 
but the ship line couldn’t match the firm’s do-it- 
yourself costs. 

These Budd Co. containers weigh 3300 lb empty, 
with 1650 cu-ft inside volume. Payload capacity is 
50,000 lb. Union Carbide will integrate the con- 
tainers, equipped with loading and discharge noz- 
zles, in production lines. 

There’s growing evidence that specialized groups 
of shippers may purchase their own container 
fleets to insure the availability of the best com- 
mercial equipment. This plan has been discussed 
by Northwest shippers of perishables whose sea- 
sonal production demands many expensive insu- 
lated vans for a period of a month or two. Also, 
with his own containers, a shipper or his customer 
may utilize containers as a low-cost form of port- 
able warehousing. Instead of unloading, supplies 
can be removed as needed. New systems involving 
folding recessed legs on containers and trailers 
are designed to facilitate this use. 


To the motor common carrier, containerization 
means a superior method of transporting cargo in 
individual load units with reduced handling ex- 
penses. Containers represent a more practical 
method of interlining and interchange with other 
trucklines and shipping modes. Not only can it 
mean tighter coordination of his services with the 


g 

shipper’s production flow, but also greater flexi- 

bility in hauling a wider variety of products. 
Truckers who carry a high percentage of LTL 


freight are vsing small, sealed bin containers to 


CONTAINERS lay egg at Northern 
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ease break-bulk problems. Usually the trucker sup- 
plies the bins. The shipper, often with large quanti- 
ties of LTL going to a particular area, loads and 
seals the bin, ready for trucker pickup. In other 
uses, the trucker consolidates LTL freight in con- 
tainer bins on his own platform. Although he still 
performs the break-bulk job, the drop-off is faster 
and less complicated. 

However, the for-hire motor carrier has his 
problems with containers, too. Heavy purchase in- 
vestment, continual maintenance, and the need for 
two-way freight are obvious. Certainly, he must 
devise an accurate control system to keep tabs on 
his equipment in use. One of his toughest prob- 
lems is the piggyback rate structure. Often he’s at 
a cost disadvantage compared to private fleets and 
freight forwarders. 


Rate-wise, piggyback's in a tangle. Even ICC 
examiners disagree on rate legality of Plan 3 
(shipper-owner vans, rail-owned flatcars) and 
Plan 4 (shipper supplying both van and flatcar). 
Now it’s up to the ICC. And there’s no predicting 
which way the ruling will go. 

Behind the rate conflict is a basic question. Can 
the rails drop their previous traditional methods 
of basing rates on commodity classifications? Or 
switch to a flat trailer rate, regardless of contents. 

Truckers got a recent setback in their fight 
against the rail’s change in piggyback rate-making. 
In a case involving grocery shipments between 
Kansas and Missouri under Plan 3, ICC Division 
3 upheld a flat “per trailer” rate. It rejected pro- 
tests from the Middlewest Motor Freight Bureau 


Transport. Reason: small size. 
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that “per trailer” charges ignore the long-standing 
commodity rate system. 

The division said that inasmuch as the rates 
under investigation were designed primarily to 
recapture traffic moving in private truck fleets, the 
classification principle was of no significance. 


New cube-mile concept of freight rate structure 
is proposed by former ICC Commissioner Anthony 
Arpaia, now vice president of Railway Express’ 
International Services. : 

Labeling present weight and commodity classi- 
fications as outmoded and “hopelessly complex,” 
Arpaia suggests this: Base charges for all packaged 
commodities on shipment size, not tonnage. Prem- 
ise is that truckers can carry only a vehicle load, 
regardless of weight. In other words, classify 
freight by cubic measurement. And charge per 
cubic mile, with extra accessorial charges where 
necessary. 

While truckers can see advantages in a simpler 
basic rate system (and they do have a problem 
making a profit on bulky lightweight shipments) 
they make these points: Arpaia’s idea doesn’t com- 
pletely consider truck weight limitations; and most 
taxes, tolls, licenses are predicated on weight more 
than cube. Also, they emphasize it takes more fuel, 
motive power, and tire wear to transport heavy 
tonnage than a lightweight load. 

Containerization can help change the tariff pic- 
ture, says Arpaia. Specialized containers will be 
needed. But for containerization to succeed, he 
pointed out, the units will have to be interchange- 
able, possibly through compatible fittings. 


To bridge container data gap... 


.. + @ new trade association known as the Bulk Pack- 
aging and Containerization Institute is being orgah- 
ized. The group will be particularly concerned with 
new concepts and practices in the growing container 
field. It'll aim at coordinating in-plant packaging 
techniques with the most efficient type of transporta- 
tion. 

In addition BPCI will act as a clearing house for 
information on bulk containers and other new types. 
Group also plans to aid in establishing acceptable 
specifications for these containers, serving both users 
and manufacturers.

Standards and Equipment 


J UST AS IN MANY MARRIAGES—and containerization 
implies a wedding of trucking and another mode- 

the biggest container problem is lack of compati- 
bility. Of the several score container versions few, 
if any, are interchangeable. But MH5 Committee’s 
Securing and Handling Task Force of ASA recog- 
nizes this in setting its goals. The Task Force agrees 
that standardization must allow containers to be 
compatible with bogies and chassis for highway 
transport. What’s more the group agrees that if a 


container includes a king pin it must be of foldable 
or removable type. 

In addition, MH5 agrees on attaching points for 
lifting containers: from top corner with spreaders; 
from bottom corners; from lower side rail or edge 
(favors standard lower rail or edge profile to per- 
mit straddle lifting, bogey attachment). At recent 
meetings, Task Force approved location of electrical 
connector plates, 3 in. x 6 in., on center line of con- 
tainer, 66 in. from front of box. Also approved: pin

type corner casting with set back faces, subject to 
verification of dimensions. 

Although standards are now built around 8-ft 
heights, many trucking companies are pushing for 
81% ft to get more cube into over-road operation. 
And Pennsylvania RR is receiving requests to han- 
dle van type containers up to 10-ft high. 

Despite much criticism of the lack of sufficient 
standards, standardization can come too soon (FO 
Commentary, July 59). Although it’s obvious that 
some companies can’t proceed without them, pre- 
mature and too-rigid standards can put the brake 
on progress. Continuous effort, as handled by ASA’s 
MH5 committees, appears to be the best long range 
approach. Certainly MH5’s goal to create a set of 
standards designed to make containers as compati- 
ble as standard fifth wheels make trailers, will sim- 
plify future container utilization. 

No matter what you handle, no matter what your 
operation is—long haul, short haul, bulk, liquids, 
frozens or even LTL—there’s a container specially 
designed to make your job easier, more profitable. 
Here are some of them: - 


Cargo boxes come in various standard sizes rang- 
ing from a nominal 8x8x10 through 8x8x40 in 10-ft 
increments. Designed to make a single shipment out 
of freight that would otherwise receive many han- 
dlings as LTL, the smaller sizes are used mostly for 
such shipments as household furnishings, though 
any dry freight can be carried. What’ more, the 
“tens” are a handy size for high-density bulk mate- 
rials and are a convenient standard size for inter- 
national shipments—a fast growing field these days. 

Another advantage of the smaller sizes is flexi- 
bility. If several shipments from one terminal go 
together part way and then diverge further along 
the route, two or more of these smaller boxes can 
ride the same trailer. Then time, money and cargo 
damage can be saved by simply switching the con- 
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tainer to another flatbed instead of handling and 
repacking each piece of freight in the shipment. 

The main disadvantage of all dry freight con- 
tainers is weight. So far only a very small propor- 
tion of total freight shipments go in containers for 
this reason. So far. piggybacking and stacking re- 
quirements keep containers heavy for strength. An 
over-the-road trailer of the same size is lighter than 
a similarly sized container and flatbed, so it can 
carry more payload. However, some progress is 
being made on this problem. 

The larger cargo boxes—the 20 and 40 footers— 
have the same advantages and pay the same weight 
penalty as their 10-ft brothers. However, they re- 
quire very specialized handling equipment which is 
not yet available in many terminals. Even empty, a 
20-footer weighs more than 2000 lb; loaded perhaps 
20,000 to 30,000 lb. The 40’s, optimum over-the-road 
length for containers, are roughly twice as heavy. 
Picking up the 10 to 30 tons represented by these 
containers, loaded, requires heavy-duty handling 
equipment. Until it becomes more commonly avail- 
able, such containers will remain scarce. 


Reefer containers come in the same sizes and 
shapes as cargo boxes, but are even heavier because 
of the extra insulation and refrigeration equipment 
required. However, new lightweight plastic and 
aluminum types are expected to do much to lick 
this problem. 

The great advantage of containers for reefer 
freight is temperature control. Containers keep froz- 
en and refrigerated products at proper temperatures 
all the way to final destination. In this respect they 
can often do a better job of proper temperature 
delivery than reefer trailers because there are fewer 
handlings and no exposure to air between the pack- 
er’s plant and the final delivery point. 

Cold containers have mechanical reefer units built 
into or fastened to the nose as on a trailer, A new 
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LTL CONTAINERS called Nest-A-Bins for liquid (on truck) and bulk (on fork lift) commodities nest for back-haul (right). 
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type is being designed to fit the refrigeration equip- 
ment into an outside depression to keep the mech- 
anism from extending beyond the box. Although 
the inside mounting will simplify container han- 
dling and stowing problems, the outside mounted 
reefer unit which prevents unitized stacking on 
ships, for example, can be easily serviced or re- 
placed without emptying the container. Most reefers 
will run on standby power sources when aboard 
ship. The container’s own diesel, gas or propane 
motor supplies power when the container travels 
on wheels or piggyback. 

Since reefer containers are completely self-suffi- 
cient and come in the same standard sizes as dry 
freight boxes, the handling problems are similar. 
The weight increase is not so great that different 
handling equipment is required. But air circulation 
must be provided for the cooling units when con- 
‘tainers are stacked. Dry freight boxes, of course, 
stack as close together as the handling equipment 
available can place them. 


Tank containers take many forms. Some are metal 
and of the same construction as those on tank trail- 
ers. In the past few years full-sized rubber tanks 
with plastic liners have been developed to handle 
liquid and bulk commodities. Empty, these tanks 
can be rolled up to make room for dry freight (ICC 
rights permitting). For suitable cargoes they unroll 
and can be pumped full just like any other tank. 

Mechanical problems in handling metal tank con- 
tainers are more difficult, in many cases, than pick- 
ing up or putting down reefer or dry freight boxes. 
Weights are greater, and many tanks can’t stand the 
strain of being picked up when full. The rubber 
tanks offer the same problems. However, once 
mounted on a chassis or railroad flatcar, tanks re- 
quire no specialized equipment for loading or 
unloading. 


LTL containers come in more varieties and sizes 
than all the others put together. Over the past few 
years FLEET OWNER has shown you many of these 
as they were developed or marketed. Some LTL 
containers for dry freight are simple pallets with 
rigid or folding sides. These can be loaded on the 
dock to save the space needed to park the number 
of freight carts required to hold the same quantity 
of goods. Then when the loaded container is ready 
to go, a fork truck runs it into the van to cut loading 
time to a minimum. On the back-haul many such 
containers fold up to save space. Others, for bulk 
commodities, come apart and nest. Some collapse 
into themselves. For example, the all-plastic Flexi- 
Drum which holds 880 gallons of any liquid, folds 
up like an accordion when empty. 

Insulated plastic tubs use dry ice to keep part- 
loads of frozens at the correct temperatures. These 
polyurethane insulated containers have Fiberglas 
shells and stand high enough off the ground so a 
forklift can conveniently pick them up. 

Other variants on the LTL container theme are 
all sizes of cribs, cages, boxes, bins and tanks. Most 
of these can be handled by equipment that’s already 
available in many terminals. Wire mesh cages help 
protect small but valuable shipments from pilferage 
and reduce damage claims at the same time. 

These are some of the kinds of containers now 
available. Most types are made commercially or can 
be built to suit your particular operation. Many 
trailer manufacturers build a line of standard as 
well as special-size containers. 


Container handling is largely via four main sys- 
tems: straddle carriers, forklifts, lift frames with 
cranes, and a number of specialized systems within 
which the containers handle themselves. Each sys- 
tem has some specific advantages and there’s one 
situation where it really stands out. 
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HAND LEVERS unlock cargo contain- 
er from trailer chassis for lift spreader 
pk k-up.

Straddle carriers such as the PAT-Travelift or 
the Paceco Trans-Tainer do a most efficient job of 
transferring containers from truck chassis to rail- 
road flatcars. These giant lifts straddle both the 
flatear and the trailer or container parked parallel 
to it. The lift then hooks onto the container by 
corner castings or grabs the box by its lower edges 
to pick it up and transfer it sideways to its next 
carrier. The speed with which a straddle lift handles 
long lines of containers and trailers makes it ideal 
for use in railroad switching yards. On the other 
hand, straddle lifts for large containers are less 
efficient where the containers must be moved some 
distance. 

One problem introduced by straddle lift and other 
container handling techniques is detail hardware 
such as corner castings and hold-downs. Welded 
solidly to the main structure of each of the larger 
sized containers, the eight corner castings are often 
the means of picking it up and of securing it to the 
flatear or trailer chassis. Problem is each container 
handling system is based on slightly different corner 


castings.

Some of these are designed so the container can 
be picked up by four ordinary cargo hooks attached 
to a lift frame. Other systems have automatic lock- 
ing devices that fit into holes in the corner casting 
and lock there mechanically (see photo). 

One straddle carrier gets around the corner cast- 
ing problem by picking up containers or trailers 
with hydraulic arms which reach down to clasp 
the lower edge. This one, the PAT-Travelift, han- 
dles any container or trailer which is strong enough 
to take its own weight on four points along the 
lower edge of the box. 


Giant forklifts can now pick up even the largest 
containers. One of these, the Ranger 700, lifts up 
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to 35 tons, This monster machine really does a han 
dling job, but it requires much more room to ma- 
neuver than does a straddle lift of equal capacity. 
But there are also many jobs where it outshines a 
straddle lift. One of these is stacking containers for 
temporary storage. Here the forklift’s ability to start 
at the edge of the container stack and work its way 
in or out is a real advantage. 

Some of these fork trucks have a frame on which 
the container rests. Others, most usually those for 
handling the 10- and 20-footers, have regular tines 
which fit in special forklift pockets built into the 
container. 


Lift spreaders or lift frames as they’re sometimes 
called work best on piers or in other places where 
high-capacity cranes are available and the lifting 
job involves up and down movements. Lift spread- 
ers are also fitted to some straddle lift equipment 
that’s designed to pick up the containers by the top 
corner castings. Mostly, though, these frames load 
container ships or spot container deck cargoes. 


Self-handling containers require no expensive or 
unusual moving equipment. No lift frames, straddle 
lifts or giant forklifts are needed to transfer them 
to a different chassis or to a flat-car for piggyback 
operations. 

Self-handling containers fall naturally into two 
distinct groups: Those which have legs and those 
with movable or removable wheels. 


Containers with legs can ride on either truck or 
trailer chassis. In one patented system, Morhaul, 
legs are built into the sides of standard containers. 
On one model, they fit into forklift pockets built 
into the container. In either case, after unlocking 
the hold-down clamps, a hydraulic lift attached to 
the chassis raises the container 1514 in. above its 
normal riding position. Then the legs come down 
and lock into place. 

When the lift drops back onto the chassis, the 
truck or trailer can drive out from under the 
container and leave it “standing on its own feet.” 
To pick up a container, the process is reversed. 
The maker claims this system can pick up or leave 
containers anywhere a truck can operate if the 
ground is both level and firm. 

Another container handling system which uses 
legs is made by Strick. In this system, four hy- 


draulic jacks operated from a power take-off do 
the lifting instead of an extra sub-frame as in the 
Morhaul system. 


Containers with wheels come in 20 and 40 ft 
sizes. Each 20 is a completely independent trailer 
with its own kingpin, landing gear and sliding 
bogey. In these systems, offered by Fruehauf, 
Strick, and Highway, two 20’s can be connected 
to form a forty. The single bogies slide together 
to form a tandem under the rear container. One 
Strick version plugs in a 20-ft box behind a 40 
footer with a triple bogey at the back. This unit 
is running on the Pennsylvania Turnpike where 
double-bottoms are prohibited. Light or fragile 
freight can go in the back box for balance, or it 
can be loaded for drop-off enroute. Still another 
version, Highway’s Mobil-Van, makes one 60- 
footer out of three 20’s attached end-to-end with 
three bogies under the rearmost box (FO, Nov., 
60 p 181, 183). 


Piggyback operations require specialized trailers 
and containers. Here’s a brief run-down on some 
of the new equipment used in this, the fastest-grow- 
ing, new freight handling technique to come out 
of the 1950's. 

Shock absorbers are among the most important 
recent developments in piggyback equipment. The 
problem has been high freight damage and short 
trailer life caused by the 7 to 10 mph impacts 
which occur when freight trains are made up by 
humping. When each flatcar comes down off the 
hump, it hits the end of the train with a freight- 
smashing, trailer-bending crash. 

Two recent devices reduce this damage by ab- 
sorbing much of the impact shock. Pullman-Stand- 
ard’s Protecto-Frame is a sub-frame on a flatcar 
with tubular shock absorbers which have a 20-in. 
stroke. On impact, the trailer or container stops in 
20 instead of, perhaps, 6 in. The other damage- 
reducing shock absorber is a rubber block used in 
tiedown lines (see picture, page 75). 


Piggyback handling problems are similar to 
those in handling containers. Straddle lifts are par- 
ticularly efficient for placing trailers and/or con- 
tainers on flatcars. A slower, but initially cheaper 
handling system for mounting trailers consists of 
a ramp up to one end of a train of piggyback 
flatears. Then either an ordinary tractor or one 
with reversed controls (cover photo) backs each 
trailer into place on the train before driving off 
to pick up the next. 

The Strick Flexi-Van system, available on some 
railroads gets around the COFC handling problem 
by pivoting the container on its sliding bogey 
and then winching it onto a pivoting flatcar frame. 
Strick says the driver can mount his container on 
the Flexi-Van equipped flatcar without assistance. 
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Container Pools Open Wide: 


Is This the Year for Fleetmen to Dive in? 


Worldwide container pooling—does this con- 
cept have soundness for fleetmen? It’s a new 
proposal for coordinated truck-sea shipping. 
But does the plan hold promise for expanded 
fleet operations in 1961? Not before collat- 
eral problems can be licked. But long-range 
promises are in view. 


J. DGING FROM RECENT DEVELOPMENTS, world- 
wide container pooling is not too far-fetched. 
It may sound a little far out for most day-to-day 
fleet operations. But already firms have sprung up 
which handle international containerized shipments 
exclusively. And they're bringing new business to 
trucking firms. Problems that face planners of 
international containerization parallel those fac- 
ing leaders in domestic interline and container ex- 
change pools. 

Every fleet operator knows the world is in a 
state of flux, and can see corresponding changes in 
fleet business. But he may not see the forest for 
the trees—may not realize the new patterns taking 
shape. But fleetmen can learn from others. 

Take Container Transport Internationa! Inc., for BY TRUCK to link all other modes... 
example. Here’s a company that in five years built 
a business based on a new shipping concept which 
today arouses interest in the whole financial world. 
In 1956 the company received its first order for 
special containerized shipments abroad. In 1960 fats. © 
sales were well over $12-million. The company can pee ee , ne his 
containerize anything—it may be crystal inbound ree wnns 
into the U.S. for the French Embassy or outboard 
motors outbound from the U.S.—CTI has han- 
died both. Mostly, however, its business hinges on 
moving household goods for U.S. military per- 
sons around the world. It also leases another 1200 
containers. 

Result is, the company has made giant strides. 

Beginning in 1956 CTI owned a fleet of containeis

TRUCKYBACK ANYONE? Where railroads 
leave off at 250 German stations, trucks 
take over.

“Nine-tenths of the time pickup 
and consolidation is by contract carrier,” says 
Tom Farrell, speaking for the company. “Outbound 
shipments usually go via moving and storage fleets 
—they get the packing business. Inbound, say goods 
from Germany destined for Nevada—these almost 
always go by motor common carrier. It’s a 60-40 
business,” added Farrell, “about 60% of the busi- 
ness is outbound shipment. The rest is shipment 
into the country.” 

To solve imbalance in container shipments, CT! 
avoids pile-up of containers on the other side of 
the pond, by keeping its containers circulating 
around the world. “Essentially,” reports Farrell, 
“we've already established our own private world- 
wide container pool.” 

Few motor carriers can base their business 
strategy on shipping household goods from Paris, 
Idaho to Paris, France. But today an ever larger 
percentage of freight ties up with some interna- 
tional trade. Even though the U.S. Government 
plans to restrict the number of American military 
dependents abroad, mobility of people and inter- 
connections of trans-oceanic business is apt to con- 
tinue—though perhaps with different frequencies. 
Thus, fleetmen should still seek the world-wide 
freight movement picture, then set their individual 
business sites as the next era unfolds. 

Truck-ship coordination moves forward, though 
slowly, with the advent of container innovations. 
Container ships are no brand new idea. But last 
year there was an increasing number. Role de- 
veloping for motor common carriers may be the 
one set by Carolina Freight Carriers Corp., Cher- 
ryville, N. C. This company ties in with Sea- 
Highway transport services. After two months’ 


initial operation, this is what the company dis- 
covers about the new combination. Says Hugh 
Davis: “We use regular trailers for this service; 
most are 40-ft volume vans, and no equipment 
changes are necessary. Trailers are returned prompt- 
ly, but we do- receive a daily fee for the entire 
time our trailers are in possession of Sea-High- 
ways.” 

Other developments in so-called fishyback trade 
also hold promise for fleet operators. Sea-Land 
Service, Inc. (previously known as Pan Atlantic 
Steamship) recently expanded its containership 
service operation. This line coordinates freight ship- 
ping in six special ships and national trucking 
firms to serve Atlantic Gulf Coast and Puerto 
Rican ports. Each ship uses a traveling gantry 
crane fore and aft to lift 35-ft containers into holds 
from trailer chassis or rail flatears. And each car- 
ries 226 trailer-size containers. Such ships, one 
spokesman says, require only one eighth the load- 
ing time conventional ships now require. 

Another company planning to ply the ocean 
reaches with container ships is Grace Line. Com- 
pany owns two, expects to operate them in South 
American trade. A significant trend in Grace Line 
is that the company ordered 1500 aluminum cargo 
containers last October. Grace has not announced 
whether containers will be leased, rented, or 
loaned to motor carriers, but the steamship line 
will include them in “Sea-Tainer Service.” 

Containership horizons are apparently unlimited. 
Sea-Land, for example, last month transported an 
entire Walgreen drugstore from Chicago to Bay- 
amon, Puerto Rico, “in a box” the company says. 
The van came “piggyback” from Chicago to Port 
Newark, N. J. There it was loaded aboard a vessel 
which sailed for Puerto Rico. Once in Puerto Rico’s 
harbor, trucks carried the containers to their drug- 
store destination. 

Application of containers to beverage shipping 
is also moving up. Canada Dry, International Divi- 
sion. New York City, is another recent convert. New 
aluminum containers are used to ship products to 
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Switzerland. Swiss consignees requested container- 
ized shipments and the company eagerly complied. 
Goods leave New York and go to Antwerp. From 
there containers get a lift by rail across Western 
Europe into Switzerland, then move by truck to 
the company plant. And on the container research 
horizon, there are many new developments. 


Latest containerization development is the 
cargo-assist that crane helicopters now furnish. 
Recently demonstrated at Weehawken, N. J., here’s 
how the helicopter pick-up works: 

\ tractor hauls two 20-ft trailers hooked to- 
gether as one to the dock. A Sikorsky “skycrane,” 
descends to hook a sling to one of the 20-ft trailers. 
Then, with the box dangling underneath, the heli- 
copter transfers the trailer to the deck of a cargo 
ship still coming up-river. 

Igor Sikorsky views the helicopter trailer lift, 
not as a competitor to trucks, but as a supple- 
mentary service for crowded areas—for unloading 
at ports overseas where proper docking facilities 
aren't available—or for getting awkward size cargo 
to comparatively inaccessible places. 

Thus, with containers all around us—in the air, 
on the sea, on trains, and on trucks, the logical 
outcome is that some form of pooling arrangement 
will ultimately result. 


Before jumping into ownership or specialized 
container business, fleetmen should consider care- 


fully advantages and disadvantages of owning their 
own. Chief disadvantage is investment cost. Re- 
member that in its first four years Spector Freight 


invested $300,000 to start container service. 

Fleetmen shouldn't jump too fast, because con- 
tainerization isn’t that well developed. At present 
only about 5% of U.S. privately-owned dry cargo 
ship fleets carry special cargo containers, either 
as partial or full container ships. 

In Port of New York’s foreign trade, container 
trafic is limited to about 2.8% of annual volume 
of 13-million long tons. And in general cargo vol-

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ume last year container shipments amounted to 
about 9% of the port total of about 1744-million 
long tons. 

Whether shipments are slated for international 
delivery or to domestic consignees containers of- 
fer these advantages: Basically, they save insurance 
costs and packaging. They also cut damage and 
pilferage losses. And sealed containers eliminate 
as many as seven time-consuming reshuffling op- 
erations during shipment from stateside to foreign 
destinations. So reads a recent report from the 
Army’s Transportation Trailer Service Agency 
which moves container trailers in “tailor-made” 


ships. 


Sign of containerization's future is develop- 
ment and influence of a well-established domestic 
trailer pool—the most likely forerunner of any 
international pool. Already in its second year of 
operation, National Motor Equipment Interchange 
Committee has built a membership of about 600. 
“These six hundred,” reports Kenneth R. Hauck, 
national secretary, “represent almost 80% of the 
gross revenue of all motor common carriers.” 

Membership, according to regulations in the 
NMEIC’s code, is open to any motor common car- 
rier “operating under a certificate issued by the 
ICC.” Agreements to interchange equipment are 
based on contract signed by members of the 
NMEIC. Such a system he adds, “eliminates the 
need for carriers to rehandle loading and unload- 
ing from trailer to trailer.” But, warns Hauck, “you 
have to interline either trailer or freight. The car- 
rier can’t serve shippers and consignee simultan- 
eously, if he’s interlining.” At least 1144-million 
trailers are interchanged through the system, 
Hauck reports. Some motor carrier operators say 
10% of the total freight moved by truck today is 
by interline. 

Thus, through interline agreements, today’s 
truckers switch trailers as easily as railroads switch 
cars-—probably easier. “Main object now,” explains 
Hauck, “is to seek standardization of interchange 
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practices and procedures which will result in sav- 
ings not only for carriers themselves, but for the 
shipping public as well.” 

Interchange of equipment took place between 
carriers before the inception of NMEIC. But ar- 
rangements had to be concluded between indi- 
vidual companies, each by a separate contract. 
With NMEIC, a single contract covers interchange 
agreements among all the participants. Naturally 
every infant industry has growing pains. Experi- 
ence with trailer exchanges ease them for contain- 
erization. 

The way to full nation-wide or world-wide con- 
tainer exchange is paved with problems. Ship- 
builders and ship owners believe that automation 
holds the key to producing cortainerization ship- 
ping that can compete with lower cost foreign-flag 
vessels. But automation and containerization dis- 
place both seagoing and longshore labor. If con- 
tainer pools reach their potential zenith they will 
demand more automation. With every increase 
unions ask for more rights and benefits. For ex- 
ample, containership and trailership growth in the 
U.S. has been handicapped by efforts of long- 
shoremen’s unions to insist on having standby 
gangs of unneeded labor. 

Recently a formula was announced establishing 
a system of royalty payments to International 
Longshoremen’s Association for export-import 
cargoes in containers through port of New York. A 
three-man arbitration board set a scale of pay- 
ments ranging from 35¢ to $1 a gross ton for 
“containerized” cargoes. When ILA and New York 
Shipping Association reached a new contract last 
December both sides agreed to arbitrate the ques- 
tion of royalties on container cargoes. Presently, 
royalty payment for loading containers aboard a 
conventional ship will amount to 35¢ a ton. On 
ships having two hatches or more, or with more 
than 40% of cubic space set for containers, royalty 
will shoot to $1 a ton.

Other problems high on the critical list are 
these: 

e Balancing the number of containers at term- 
inals with actual shipment needs at origin points. 

e Deciding who’s going to pay for returning 
empty containers where there is no return load. 

e Formulating schedules of hauling and service 
charges to suit big and little carriers. 

e Determining rates for prices of container 
pooling service. 

e Arranging for standard methods of handling 
and securing containers on carriers. 

e Marking equipment and containers with 
identifying symbols to show they are part of a 
national or even international pool. 

e Countering the boil-up of paper work growing 
out of container accounting for location, condition, 
per diem and repair charges. 

e Setting workable time limits for repairs and 
return of containers. 

Some quantity of genius must come forth to 
solve the problems. But containers—whether they’re 
used singly, grouped as special unit fleets under 
single ownership, or pooled commonly for domestic 
or international trade—containers offer business 
growth potentials. 

Key to avoiding the pitfalls along the way is 
finding an intelligent, equitable, cooperative ap- 
proach that will be fair to all modes. One who 
senses well the need is U.S. Senator John O. Pas- 
tore, (D.—R.I.). Speaking before the Private Car- 
riers Conference in New York late last year he 
said, “the nation is in the midst of monumental 
changes in industry, agriculture and commerce— 
changes brought about by the spur of our expand- 
ing population.” Then he warned that “our trans- 
portation facilities must adapt themselves or be 
adapted to such changes.” He emphasized he is 
not critical of any mode of transportation. But he 
declared, “each mode suffers in part from failure 
to interest itself in closer cooperation.” 

Thus, if fleetmen dive into full containerization 
or container exchange pools this year, they should 
dive cautiously, carefully, and cooperatively, if 
they dive at all.

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FLEET 


TECHNICAL DEVELOPMENTS often bring with them 
new service problems, but the problems for the 
most part fall into the category of keeping in- 
formed on new service procedures. Sometimes 
new equipment is involved but even then the 
important matter is to keep abreast of proced- 
ures and equipment.

Away with old-type undercoatings? Though 
not officially announced, Ford dealers have been 
receiving bulletins recommending that the con- 
ventional undercoating should not be applied 
to new cars. Instead, Ford is recommending that 
a “Rustoleum” type should be used. Here’s why. 

A Ford spokesman told FLEET OWNER that the 
conventional type undercoating actually attracts 
moisture and in certain areas traps salt-laden 
moisture which causes rusting. It’s a good 
sound-deadener but isn’t a good rust pre- 
ventive. In addition, because it’s of relatively 
heavy consistency it can’t reach all the possible 
exposed underparts of a car. With a rust-pre- 
ventive-paint undercoating, it coats almost all 
the nooks and corners where spray from the 
road might reach. 

Ford, through extensive road tests, has found 
that the rust preventive type undercoating is 
best insurance against body section rust-out. 
These recent tests probably explain why more 
and more auto companies are going to the paint- 
dip method of treating their vehicle bodies 
somewhere along the production line. 

A Ford spokesman pointed out: many fleet 
shops, equipped for painting, probably can un- 
dercoat their vehicles with rust-preventive-paint 
cheaper than they could have it done. 


Tires of the future. Sounds fantastic at the 
moment but it could be that tires a few years 
hence will be colored and illuminated by elec- 
tric bulbs inside. Goodyear already has tested 
them. Their advantages at this writing are pretty 
hard to guess at, but it can be done. 


Dual exhausts, may go out. They were popular 
four years ago, but now appear on the way out. 
Back in 1956 almost 40 percent of the new 
cars had duals. This figure dropped to 34.6 
percent in 1957; 24.3 percent in 1958 and 12.7 
percent in 1959. Latest figures for 1960 show 
only about 9 percent. 

Principal reason: dual exhaust systems cor- 
rode more quickly than singles; cost of replace- 
ment often became almost prohibitive.

Lube recharge clarified. When Ford an- 
nounced its 30,000-mile lubrication interval for 
1961 model cars many interpreted this to mean 
that at the 30,000-mile period standard grease 
fittings would have to be installed at relatively 
high cost. In an endeavor to clarify this mis- 
understanding, Ford has issued this informa- 
tion. 

At the end of 30,000 miles the customer can 
return his car to the dealer and for a little 
more than the price of a regular chassis lubri- 
cation job get a lube recharge good for another 
30,000 miles. Here’s how it is done. 

The solid metal plugs in all grease fittings 
are removed, the joint or bearing is recharged 
with molybendum disulfide grease and the plugs 
reinserted. Recharging is done with a grease 
gun fitted with a rubber-tipped adapter; it takes 
approximately 20 minutes. 


New duplex tire, still in the pilot stage, will 
replace two tire units on rear wheels of heavy 
trucks and trailers. That’s what J. J. Robson, 
director of tire development for Firestone, told 
the First Fleet Maintenance Exposition in New 
York. The duplex will not only save space and 
weight, but increase vehicle mobility and permit 
heavier loads on front axle, says Robson. 


New vent tests a-borning. AC Spark Plug 
Division, General Motors, has devised a new 
test device for the positive crankcase ventila- 
tion systems which are installed on virtually 
all cars scheduled for delivery in California. 
The device checks all positive crankcase ventila- 
tion systems of the AC type. This type, inci- 
dentally, is the only one approved by AMA 
for original equipment on 196] model cars. 

The tester checks crankcase ventilation by 
measuring air circulation through the system 
at engine idle. Condition of the system is re- 
vealed by color coding visible through windows 
in the tester. 


Hotter sparks coming. On Chrysler 6 cyl- 
inder engines, original spark plugs are being 
replaced with hotter plugs to prevent pre-igni- 
tion and to reduce fouling. Instead of Autolite 
AG 42, now use Autolite AG 52—taxis, AG 82. 

Chevrolet’s Corvair has also gone to a hotter 
plug and only plugs with FF suffix should be 
used. Service men should be sure to install the 
right generator pulley fan blades when making 
a generator part replacement. For the Corvair 
there should be an “H” stamped on the back- 
side of the pulley.

“MECHANIC WaNTED. Only top-flight man need ap- 
ply. Must be qualified on diesels as well as gas.” 

These are only a few of the requirements men- 
tioned in typical daily newspaper want ads. They 
almost make you think first-rate mechanics are a 
dime-a-dozen. You know as well as I do that they 
aren’t—especially if you’ve tried to find some of 
them lately. 

Frankly, I’m quite concerned with what | see. 
Number of trucks on the road has grown from 3.5- 
million in 1930 to 11-million this year. The crystal 
ball gazers tell us it'll likely be 14-million by 1970. 
Many people are worried about where we'll put 
‘em. I’m more interested in who’s going to fix them. 

In my book, there’s only one answer: Train. 
You train and train, and when you think you're 
finished, you start training again. 

On-the-job training is certainly not new. I grew 
up with it as a young mechanic, and I’ve used it 
for years as a supervisor. And, believe me, it has 
a lot of merit. Of course, I’ve heard—just as you 
have—the old chestnut about, “Why should | 
train a mechanic for someone else to steal?” 

I can’t buy this. You send your son to school. 
maybe in the hope he'll join your outfit. You don’t 
keep him out of school just because some other 
company might hire him after you’ve paid for his 
board and tuition. It’s just as illogical to say you 
won’t train mechanics; if yours is a good shop to 
work in, you'll keep a good share of those you train. 

The pay-off is clear: It’s been proven many times 
that the fleets with a series of mechanics’ training 
courses are the fleets with a good cost-record ex- 
perience. 


What does it take? Money. Teachers. Deter- 
mined supervisors and management. And not as 
much money as you might think. Part of the rea- 
son is that you can get so much help from truck 
and engine manufacturers. Especially in the way of 
competent teachers for specialized courses. Repre- 
sentatives of brake, electrical, paint equipment, 
shop tool companies, will also make their experts 
available to you. All it takes is willingness on your 
part to support a sound training program. 

And don’t overlook the trade and vocational 
schools as a source of new blood for the appren- 
ticeship section of your program. Men from this 
source are not merely good materials as mechanics, 
but they often have the advantage of some train- 
ing and understanding of the other facets of your 
operation.

An efficient maintenance system begins in the 
repair shop, and it needs competent mechanics 
and helpers. And it has to be supported with a 
well balanced training program. 


Read the label. It’s a good idea anytime and for 
any product. But it’s particularly important with 
brake fluid. 

True, 28 states have passed laws to prohibit the 
sale of brake fluid that does not meet SAE specs. 
But inadequate enforcement in many of these states 
is permitting fast-buck scofflaws to continue to 
distribute an inferior—and very dangerous—prod- 
uct. In the 22 states that continue an “open door” 
policy, your only protection is your own careful 
inspection of the label on every can of brake fluid 
you buy for your fleet or for your personal car. 


Why so much fuss about brake fluid? The answer 
is simple but deadly. An inferior product has a 
low boiling point—it vaporizes when temperature 
increases in the braking system, as it does when 
brakes are applied. Then there’s a severe loss of 
braking power. Too often, this goes unnoticed by 
the driver until he needs his brakes again—and 
doesn’t have them. It’s an ideal condition for an 
accident. 

Part of the problem is that it’s tough to prove 
this as a cause of many accidents. By the time 
police investigate for cause, the brakes have cooled, 
the vapor has returned to liquid state, and the 
brake system appears to be functioning properly. 
Only chemical analysis of the brake fluid will dis- 
close the true cause of the accident. Reports from 
operators and from the few states that are actively 
enforcing their laws indicate the situation is even 
worse now than five years ago. Unfavorable pub- 
licity and operator complaints at that time brought 
about many of the laws now on the books. It seems 
what we need now is more aggressive enforcement 
as well as new laws in the “open” states. 


Maybe a Federal law is the answer: One was 
proposed last year (HR 13038) and will be rein- 
troduced in the new Congress. Its title said its 
purpose was to “establish Federal safety standards 
for motor vehicle brake fluids, to eliminate a very 
serious highway safety hazard.” 

So, speak up for needed laws and needed enforce- 
ment. Meantime, read those labels!

OVERSPRAY from metallic paints can cause elec- 
trical troubles. This is particularly true of 
vehicles equipped with an alternator charg- 
ing system, The selenium rectifier required 
with an alternator system is often located 
behind the grille in front of the radiator to 
keep it cool. When such a vehicle is re- 
painted, overspray sometimes shorts out the 
rectifier because the metallic particles in the 
paint form an electrical path to ground. 
Avoid this trouble by carefully masking the 
rectifier, or by relocating it on the firewall 
where it will be out of the way, but cooled 
by air from the radiator fan. Metallic over- 
spray can also short out the high-tension 
leads to the sparkplugs. So watch that over- 
spray when using metallic paints near elec- 
trical wiring or equipment.

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LABOR TRENDS 


ASSAULT ON PIGGYBACKING. Teamsters Union began 
an attack. Disenchantment with the system has 
been building up for months at union head- 
quarters. It broke out recently in a truck union 
“white paper” defining the threat to teamster 
jobs caused by the growth of piggybacking. 
President James R. Hoffa demands a govern- 
ment investigation, including the role played by 
the Interstate Commerce Commission. Here are 
the report’s highlights: 

e For the first six months of 1960, piggy- 
backing has increased 36% over the same period 
in 1959—altogether 276,453 rail cars were load- 
ed with trailers. Compared with 1958, the in- 
crease is 121%. 

e “... Thousands of teamsters have lost their 
jobs or suffered drastic loss in work opportunity. 
Unless action is taken to cope with dangers of 
piggyback, teamsters everywhere will experience 
its severe effects.” 

e “...The effects which piggybacking pro- 
duces have not been adequately analyzed by 
the ICC in its actions on this matter. The ICC 
has openly and completely favored the railroads 
instead of the trucking field. This favoritism 
has rendered direct harm to the jobs of many 
teamsters. 

Says Hoffa: “The need is for a full-scale 
study of the effect of piggyback to be made 
under the auspices of the Federal Government.” 
Consequently, he urges the 1.6-million teamster 
members who received the report to immediately 
contact their congressmen, adding, “we our- 
selves will do everything possible to get national 
action on this problem.” 


A teamster protest in Wisconsin. Drivers there 


are against piggyback rates allowed to railroads, 
and they're up in arms, Last month in Kenosha 
a group of truckers, thrown out of work by the 
switch to rail by American Motors Corp., com- 
plained. A dozen drivers and their wives picketed 
the state capitol carrying cardboard signs. Since 
\merican Motors began shipping its Ramblers 
from Kenosha to east and west coasts by train, 
an estimated 600 to 750 long-distance truck 
drivers have lost their jobs. A total of 13,000 
car-haul drivers were operating from Kenosha 
before the layoffs started in September. Pro- 
testers charge ICC has allowed railroads to 
charge car-hauling rates that do not accurately 
reflect costs. 


indictment of Hoffa. The teamster leader’s in- 


dictment for alleged misuse of $500,000 in IBT 
funds may cripple his plans to take complete 
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control over the giant union. Just when Hoffa 
appeared set to dispose of the Teamster court- 
appointed monitors and call a new IBT con- 
vention, he was hit by a grand jury indictment 
at Orlando, Florida. Thus Hoffa will continue 
to wear his “Provisional President” label under 
which he has been smarting during his three 
years in office. 

The indictment covers a case first exposed by 
the Senate McClellan investigating committee. 
It charges that Hoffa, along with Teamster Local 
Officer Henry Lewer and Robert E. McCarthy, 
former branch manager of the Bank of Com- 
monwealth, used the mails allegedly to defraud 
Teamster members by urging them to purchase 
lots sold by Sun Valley, Inc., at prices ranging 
from $150 to $1000. The lots in question, which 
cost Sun Valley about $18 each, were repre- 
sented as being “all on high, dry and rolling 
land,” whereas, in fact, the charge says, “many 
of the lots offered and sold were so low and 
permeated with water as to make them un- 
suitable for construction of homes and dwell- 
ings.” The funds supporting the Sun Valley 
operation came from Hoffa-controlled Teamster 
locals and Joint Council in Detroit. Some $500,- 
000 was allegedly withdrawn from these union 
treasuries and placed in the Commonwealth 
Bank in Orlando—interest free—to support the 
project in which Hoffa held an option to pur- 
chase 45% of the Sun Valley stock. 


Unions Handing Out Handbills. Can a union 


distribute flyers urging “Do Not Buy” at retail 
stores selling products of an employer with whom 
it has a dispute—without violating new federal 
rules against secondary boycotts? This key ques- 
tion is now before the National Labor Relations 
Board in a case involving Teamster Local 537 
and the Lohman Sales Co. of Denver, Colo. 
The IBT local, failing to organize the whole- 
sale distributor of cigars, cigarettes, tobacco 
and candy, handed out circulars at retail stores 
urging customers not to buy the Lohman-dis- 
tributed products. At the same time, union offi- 
cers requested store officials not to handle these 
products. 

The test concerns new Taft-Hartley rules that 
bar inducements or threats by a union against 
a neutral employer to force him to cease doing 
business with a firm with which it has a dispute. 
The laws says, however, a union may “pub- 
licize” its dispute with consumers. But a five- 
man board will decide on what actions are legal 
or not.

Politics is forever. At the First National Fleet 


Maintenance and Management Exposition held 
in New York City, A. C. Butler, Director, Na- 
tional Highway Users Conference, Inc., told 
fleetmen to watch Washington because politics 
bear directly. (See FLEET OWNER, p. 70, 
Sept. ’60.) Said Butler, speaking about urban 
road development: “It takes no great imagina- 
tion to foresee endless delays, pressures, pulls 
and promotions” that might lessen advantages 
to trucking. “Fleetmen should be on the look- 
out,” he warned, adding, such delaying tactics 
“can cost us our future.” In addition, Butler 
cited other points on the political roster to 
watch. Said he: 

e Watch state legislatures. Forty-seven meet 
in 1961, may consider over 10,000 bills. 

e Watch tax manipulations to finance the 
remaining highway program. 

e Watch how Commerce Department’s re- 
port (due next session) spells out road finances, 
how Congress conforms to it. 

e Watch for possible adoption throughout the 
states of the Uniform Vehicle Code. 

Butler concludes the whole outlook for high- 
way transportation in the sixties indicates there 
is “cause for optimism but not for complacency.” 
Says he, “. . . we cannot afford to be careless or 
apathetic.” 

And _ politics—always operating—pose very 
evident stakes for trucking in 1961, because it’s 
the political arena that determines how roads, 
taxes, and uniform codes will affect fleetmen. 
Thus, now is the time to watch, then act.

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MISSING THREE HOURS OF SLEEP while driving at 
night produces uncontrollable drowsiness in nine 
out of ten drivers. This is one of the major find- 
ings of fifteen research projects on nighttime driv- 
ing, reported in Bulletin No. 255 by the Highway 
Research Board. Other findings: 

e Takes 20 minutes to adjust to darkness 
one second to shatter the adaptation. 

e Glare of bright lights may rob driver of 
vision for five to seven seconds. 

e Many drivers on high-speed highways leave 
only one quarter of a second spacing between their 
vehicle and the automobile ahead. 

e Nighttime fatalities are three times greater 
than daytime when other factors are held constant. 

e Improvement of street and highway lighting 
has a dramatic effect on nighttime accidents. 
Boosting illumination on 100 miles of streets in 
Detroit, for example, reduced accidents on those 
streets from 75% to 26% of the city-wide total.

Takes an extra mirror to spot those small cars 
trying to overtake big trucks. Installed below or 
on the bottom of the regular mirror, truckers re- 
port the extra mirror gives them a clear view of 
the space just to the rear of the drive wheels. 
Especially handy in jacking, changing lanes or 
making a turn. 


Compact cars and piggyback are affecting 
state highway revenues. In New Jersey, Super- 


visor of Motor Fuel Taxes blamed compacts for 
declining gasoline revenue, warning that despite 
higher highway use, reduction would be about 
$4-million this year. In Oregon, an interim com- 
mittee is recommending a tax on piggyback trail- 
ers moved by rail. Report from Nevada Motor 
Transport Assn. says at least 50 piggyback trail- 
ers move across northern Nevada each day. Loss 
in fuel taxes, registration and motor carrier fees 
comes to nearly $300,000 a year. 


Microwave makes news again. Following FCC 
decision (Sept. 28) affirming microwave rights to 
trucking companies and other private businesses, 
American Telephone & Telegraph Co. has asked 
for a large chunk of the radio spectrum allotted 
to private use. It wants reallocation of frequencies 
between 6425 and 6925 me for commercial space 
communications experimentation. AT&T says it’s 
ready and able to put an experimental communica- 
tions satellite up in the next year to link the U.S., 
England and Western Europe. 
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These bands happen to be prime frequencies 
for which equipment suitable for fleets is avail- 
able and American Trucking Assns. representatives 
have filed objections. In a joint protest with Na- 
tional Assn. of Manufacturers, they have told FCC 
they doubt AT&T’s primary purpose is to conduct 
experimentation. In their opinion it’s a move to 
undermine the previous FCC decision. No specific 
duration is mentioned for the experiment, says 
ATA and the petition should not be allowed to 
remain on file in a pending status. 


Get ready for "sneak" snowstorms, say State 
Highway Departments. They urge: (1) Don’t try 
to move on snow-blocked highways, pull off the 
road as soon as possible and wait for crews to 
clear the way; (2) Stay with equipment if pos- 
sible—if not possible, leave note on windshield 
saying where driver can be reached; (3) Get out 
the chains as soon as need becomes evident; (4) 
Don’t remain in cab with heater on unless win- 
dows are opened. 


“Collect for inside deliveries—or else!” This 
warning comes from ICC District 2 (N. Y., N. J., 
and Conn.). Thomas L. McClelland, director, says 
deliveries within the building are prevalent in 
garment industry. He’s received numerous com- 
plaints that carriers don’t collect, as per tariffs. 
The warning is also aimed at tipping for inside 
deliveries. Drivers don’t report the tips, and so 
company loses both the driver’s time and the reve- 
nue to which it’s entitled. 


Mechanics elect tools they want to use at West- 
ern Machinery & GMC Truck Co., St. Louis. Inger- 
soll-Rand reports this method first used in a recent 
purchase of impact wrenches. On the basis of 
such factors as price and local service facilities, 
the bosses selected four different wrenches and 
invited suppliers to submit samples. Then they 
instructed mechanics to ask for wrenches by man- 
ufacturer’s name and model. This established a 
preference—later confirmed by polling. Western, 
pleased with results, plans to use same method for 
selection of other tools.

Something new and very constructive is happening 
in American industry. It promises to add a major 
element of strength to business not only in 1961 but 
right along over the years ahead. 

What is happening is essentially this. American in- 
dustry is planning to continue to invest heavily 
in new and better producing facilities in spite 
of the fact that it has an excess of capacity to 
produce its present range of products. And, by 
doing so, business is helping to shape a stronger 
American economy. For the continuation of a high 
level of capital investment by business is one of the 
most important keys to sustained prosperity. 

’ News of this major new development in American 
industry is provided by the results of the McGraw-Hill 
Fall Survey of Business Investment Plans for 196] 
and 1962, presented in detail at the right. The 
McGraw-Hill investment surveys, now in their 13th 
year, cover a broad cross-section of American industry. 

How American industry is aiming to go ahead with 
a big investment program in spite of its present burden 
of excess producing capacity is highlighted by the 
plans of manufacturing companies. The McGraw-Hill 
fall survey finds that, on the average, these companies 
are using slightly less than 80 per cent of their pro- 
ducing capacity.

ing capacity stall its investment in new facilities 
until the capacity is more fully used. One is that 
a lot of this capacity is obsolete and costly to 
operate. Increasingly rugged competition is creating 
a strong inducement to replace this antique capacity 
with modern, more efficient equipment which is widely 
available. 
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“‘R And D”’ Paves The Way 


The steel industry provides a good case in point. 
Despite an operating rate of little more than 50 per 


cent during the last six months, steel companies plan 
a total investment of nearly $1.4 billion in 1961. And 
though this is 10 per cent below their capital expendi- 
tures in 1960, it will still be the third highest year on 
record 


incentive and wherewithal to continue a vigorous pro- 
gram of new investment. In addition, if price inflation 
were to begin surging again, it would eat away the 
power of depreciation reserves to purchase new plant 
and equipment. 


The allowances now permitted American industrial 
firms for the depreciation of their producing facili- 
ties are lower than those made in any of the industrial

Also, new investment is required to tool up 
for the manufacture of the new products being 
spawned by the continuing boom in industrial 
research and development. This year, we are 
spending about $13 billion (that’s billion) for all re- 
search and development, about $9.6 billion of it 
through industry.* And out of it is coming the “know- 
how” for a veritable flood of new products, processes 
and equipment, most all of these calling for new pro- 
ducing equipment. Next year, American manufacturers 
plan to get 12 per cent of their sales in products that 


did not even exist four years ago. 


Key Role Of Depreciation Reserves 

4 major reason why American industry can 
combine the desire to carry out big new invest- 
ment programs with the necessary financial ca- 
pacity to do it is to be found in the growth of its 
reserves for depreciation. This year, (1960), busi- 
ness has been in a squeeze between costs and the prices 
it could get for its products, This cost-price squeeze 
has reduced profits sharply. The total of profits for the 
year will be down about 5 per cent. 

Allowances for the depreciation of existing plant 
and equipment, however, have continued to rise. The 
result is that the so-called cash flow of corporations 
(their retained profits plus their allowances for depre- 
ciation) is the same this year as last. And this cash 
flow, shown in the chart above, makes a decisive con- 


tribution to financing new investment, 


Inflation Would Be Deadly 


If the sort of profit squeeze that has prevailed this 
year were to become chronic, it would blight both the 
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countries with which we are in increasingly tough 
competition, More adequate allowances would speed 
up the job of modernizing American industry. An 
earlier McGraw-Hill survey indicated that it would 
cost only slightly less than $100 billion to bring our 
nation’s plant and equipment up to date. 


But at this juncture, American industry’s 
eagerness and capacity to maintain a high level 
of investment capital is adding a great new ele- 
ment of constructive strength to the nation’s 
economy.
